The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:25  a.m.  with  President  Belanger  presiding,  and  the 
Council  Prayer  was  read  by  Vice  President  Pratt. 

The  Minutes  of  the  December  20th  meeting  v/ere  accepted  as  written. 

NEW  AFFILIATIONS 

AFSC  &  ME  Local  No.  10|6,  Sharon  -  24  members  -  as  of  January  1963 

WITHDRAWALS 
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UPP  Local  No.  687  -  tabled  from  last  meeting  -  Dir.  Cass  reported  that  this  local  has  been 

steadily  losing  members  and  in  a  few  months  the  Company  is  going  out  of  business. 
Voted  to  accept  this  withdrawal. 
TWUA  Local  No.  1203,  Fall  River  -  as  of  November  -  local  liquidated  -  withdrawal  accepted 
TWUA  Local  No.  1210,  Fall  River  -  as  of  November  -  local  liquidated  -  withdrawal  accepted 

EDUCATION  AND  RESEARCH  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Lavigne  reported  that  the  Scholarship  Program  is  underway  and  that  this  year  the  program 
would  be  officially  introduced  in  the  parochial  schools  of  the  Boston  Diocese.    He  said  that 
they  have  $4100.  already  in  scholarship  monies.    He  stated  that  the  announcement  of  the  19  63 
scholarship  program  will  be  sent  to  the  schools  next  week,  and  that  he  will  continue  sending  out 
student  packets.    Director  Lavigne  reported  that  the  Physically  Handicapped  Program  is  now 
currently  in  the  schools.    He  recommended  that;  the  Council  appropriate  $500.  ,  as  in  past  years, 
which  would  include  awards  and  sending  the  winner  to  Washington,  D.C.    He  explained  to  the 
Council  that  a  copy  of  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  Convention  dealing  with  Higher  Educa- 
tion Loan  Plan  had  been  sent  to  all  affiliates  with  a  request  that  they  contribute  to  the  Loan 
Plan.    He  then  distributed  a  list  of  unions  who  had  already  made  a  contribution.    He  commented 
that  in  three  years  we  have  contributed  roughly  $3,000  to  HELP.    He  spoke  about  a  bill  in  the 
Legislature  regarding  state  aid  to  cities  and  towns  for  education  (H.  1781).    A  copy  of  this  bill, 
H.  1781,  will  be  made  available  to  the  Executive  Council  members  for  their  information  and 
study.    He  recommended  that  $1,000  be  appropriated  for  the  1963  Scholarship  Program.    It  was 
voted  to  accept  Director  Lavigne's  report  and  recommendations. 

COPE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Cass  reported  that  he  is  trying  to  combine  some  of  the  central  labor  councils  regional 
conferences  —  such  as  the  Northampton,  Westfield,  Holyoke  and  Greenfield  together;  the 
North  Worcester  and  Worcester  together  on  June  22nd;  South  E^sex  and  Lynn,  and  some  others 
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to  hold  Joint  Regional  Conferences.    He  said  that  there  would  possibly  be  four  combined  con- 
ferences.   He  spoke  about  holding  workshops  in  the  afternoon  and  banquets  in  the  evening  of 
these  Regional  Conferences.    He  said  that  he  hopes  these  Joint  Conferences  will  become 
annual  affairs.     He  said  that  he  will  bring  literature  and  kits  to  these  conferences.      President 
Belanger  commented  that  we  should  try  to  hold  one  conference  a  month  through  June.    Director 
Cass  mentioned  that  many  Councils  hold  their  own  conference.    Executive  Vice  President 
Camelio  stated  that  he  thought  June  was  a  little  late  to  hold  a  legislative  conference  and  that 
many  councils  might  not  want  to  be  bothered  with  selling  tickets  for  a  banquet.    A  discussion 
on  this  question  took  place  and  it  was  mutually  agreed  the  the  Councils  themselves  would 
decide  what  type  of  a  conference  they  would  hold.    Director  Cass  mentioned  that  they  would 
try  to  get  publicity  on  the  conferences  before  each  takes  place.    It  was  then  voted  to  accept 
Director  Cass'  report. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

From  Sven  Peterson  requesting  support  of  Council  to  a  position  on  Industrial  Accident  Board. 
Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  the  communication  from  Mr.  Peterson  and  also  a  communication 
from  the  South  Middlesex  Labor  Council  endorsing  Mr.  Peterson.    It  was  voted  after  discussion 
to  refer  this  to  the  Screening  Committee.    A  lengthy  discussion  ensued  on  the  question  of  sub- 
mitting names  to  the  Governor  for  appointments  and  people  who  might  be  interested  in  these 
appointments. 

_  From  Tufts  re  1963  Tufts  Assembly  on  Massachusetts  Government  April  2,3,  and  4.    Since  invi- 
tations to  this  assembly  had  been  sent  only  to  the  Sec.-Treas.  and  the  Education  Director,  a 
lengthy  discussion  took  place  on  the  matter  of  the  President  being  invited  to  attend  and  partici- 
pate.   A  motion  was  made  by  Vice  President  O'Keefe  that  we  should  write  to  Tufts  explaining 
that  the  President  is  the  head  of  the  State  Labor  Council  and  the  spokesman  for  the  organization. 
Director  Lavigne  explained  about  the  Assembly  which  he  had  attended  in  the  past.    A  lengthy 
discussion  took  place  participated  in  by  many  of  the  vice  presidents,  after  which  it  was  voted 
to  adopt  the  motion  by  Vice  President  O'Keefe. 

From  Edward  McCormack  announcing  his  return  to  the  general  practice  of  law.    Voted  received 
and  placed  on  file. 

From  Senator  McKenna  re  Testimonial  to  Senator  James  J.  Long  at  Blinstrub's  Village,  January 
20th.  It  was  voted  to  send  donation  of > the  cost  of  five  (5)  tickets.  The  status  of  Blinstrub's 
was  questioned  and  then  discussed. 

From  Representative  Stanley  J.  Bocko  thanking  Council  for  assistance  during  his  campaign. 
Voted  received  and  placed  on  file. 

From  President  Meany  re  Edward  P.  Morgan  Contest.    Voted  referred  to  the  Education  and 
Research  Department  and  the  Publications  and  Public  Relations  Department. 

It  was  voted  that  Vice  President  Helen  Tafe  O'Donnell  would  again  represent  the  Council  at  the 
%AFL-CIO  Community  Services  National  Conference     in  New  York  March  31  -  April  4,  19  63. 

From  NAACP  thanking  Council  for  donation.    Voted  received  and  placed  on  file. 

From  Worcester  Mass.  Labor  Council  re  Installation  Banquet.    It  was  voted  that  the  Council 
would  purchase  tickets  for  the  Executive  Officers  and  the  Vice  Presidents  from  that  area. 
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From  Governor  Peabody  Birthday  Dinner  Committee.    Voted  referred  to  the  Executive  Officers. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reminded  the  Council  members  of  the  hearing  on  the  proposed  merger 
of  the  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  Central  railroads  which  will  be  held  by  the  I.C.C.  in  the 
Federal  Building  on  February  4th.     Council  members  were  urged  to  attend. 

President  Belanger  announced  Vice  President  Doolan's  appointment  by  the  Governor  to  a 
committee  to  survey  salaries  of  legislators  and  other  state  employees. 

President  Belanger  announced  that  the  Executive  Officers  have  recommended  the  name  of 
Louis  Govoni  to  be  submitted  to  the  Governor  for  appointment  to  the  Small  Loans  Regulatory 
Agency.    It  was  voted  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Officers. 

From  Roosevelt  Day  Dinner  Committee  -  It  was  voted  that  the  Officers  and  any  other  Council 
members  who  wish  to  attend  may. 

President  Belanger  was  then  requested  to  leave  the  room.    Executive  Vice  President  Callahan 
told  the  Council  of  a  meeting  which  had  been  held  with  some  of  the  Council  members  and 
some  members  from  the  Textile  Union  in  regard  to  holding  a  Testimonial  Dinner  for  President 
Belanger,  since  he  has  been  with  the  Textile  Union  for  30  years  and  President  of  the  State 
Labor  Council  for  5  years.    He  said  that  they  have  decided  on  the  date  of  March  23rd  and 
to  hold  it  at  the  Hotel  Bradford  and  tickets  would  cost  $10.00  each,  tables  $100.00.    Also 
that  they  would  like  the  Testimonial  to  be  sponsored  by  the  State  Labor  Council.    Vice  Presi- 
dent Pratt  said  that  he  thought  it  would  meet  with  greater  approval  if  his  own  organization 
sponsored  the  affair  and  we  lent  our  good  name  and  offices.    Executive  Vice  President 
Camelio  agreed  with  Vice  President  Pratt.    Vice  President  Deady  mentioned  that  the  Council, 
as  well  as  the  former  AFL  and  former  CIO  had  run  testimonials  in  the  past  and  could  see  no 
reason  for  not  doing  so  now.    It  was  then  voted  that  the  Testimonial  be  conducted  by  the 
State  Labor  Council.    The  following  members  pf  the  Council  will  act  as  the  Coordinating 
Committee:    Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin,  Executive  Vice  Presidents  Callahan  and  Camelio,  Vice 
Presidents  O'Keefe,  Doolan,  Murray,  Pratt,  Deady ,-  McCarthy,  and  O'Malley.    President 
Belanger  was  then  asked  to  return  to  the  room  and  told  of  the  affair  to  be  held  in  his  honor. 

Vice  President  O'Donnell  spoke  about  the  Lie  Detector  Bill.    She  read  a  reprint  from  the 
Harvard  Business  Review  on  this  Bill  (December  issue)  and  requested  that  the  Council  order 
some  for  the  Council  members.    She  also  read  a  clause  from  a  local  union  contract  which 
prohibited  an  employee  from  taking  a  lie  detector  test  without  the  consent  of  his  or  her 
business  agent.    It  was  decided  to  order  the  reprints  on  the  Lie  Detector  Bill  for  members  of 
the  Council,  and  the  House  of  Representatives. 

A  Roll  Call  was  then  taken. 

Meeting  recessed  for  lunch  at  12:30  p.m.  and  resumed  at  1:40  p.m. 

President  Belanger  introduced  Bill  Donohue  of  the  Government  Employees  and  Dan  Kearney, 
National  Vice  President  of  the  Government  Employees.  Mr.  Kearney  thanked  the  Council  for 
the  opportunity  to  speak  to  them  and  said  that  their  union  has  grown  from  85,000  to  115,000. 
He  spoke  about  their  competitor,  the  National  Federation  of  Government  Employees.    He 
asked  for  help  in  exposing  this  organization.    He  then  announced  that  their  union  is  holding 
a  Dinner-Dance  at  the  Dorothy  Quincy  Suite,  John  Hancock  Hall,  February  2nd  and  invited 
President  Belanger  to  attend.    He  requested  the  opportunity  to  speak  to  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin 
about  having  all  the  Government  Employees  affiliated  with  the  Council.    Mr.  Donohue  also 
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thanked  the  Council  for  being  invited  to  attend  the  Council  meeting  and  said  that  he  has  been 
a  delegate  to  the  State  Labor  Council  Convention  for  many  years.    He  also  requested  support 
the         State  Labor  Council  in  exposing  the  National  Federation  of  Government  Employees. 
President  Belanger  then  expressed  the  Council's  thanks   for  attending  and  addressing  the 
Council.

President  Belanger  spoke  about  the  Barbers  and  the  Barbers  Registration  Board  and  reviewed 
the  situation.    Vice  President  Pratt  said  that  they  had  complied  with  our  procedure  of  sending 
in  one  name  to  us  to  send  to  the  Governor,  and  he  made  a  motion  that  we  submit  the  name, 
Eugene  Vitale .    It  was  voted  to  submit  the  name  of  Eugene  Vitale  to  the  Governor  for  appoint- 
ment to  the  Barbers  Board  of  Registration. 

Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  stated  that  any  person  on  the  Board  who  wants  to  speak  on 
any  question  should  be  able  to  do  so.    He  said  that  it  is  the  perogative  of  any  member  to 
speak  as  much  or  as  long  as  they  wish  to.    He  also  commented  that  many  people  on  the 
Council  want  to  get  through  the  meeting  at  12  noon.    Vice  President  McCarthy  stated  that  a 
motion  to  restrict  anyone  from  speaking    would  be  out  of  order. 

1963  CONVENTION 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  that  we  will  be  able  to  have  the  auditorium  Tuesday,  Wednes- 
day and  Thursday  all  day.    He  said  that  we  could  hold  the  election  in  the  Hotel.    President 
Belanger  explained  in  detail  and  caid  that  the  auditorium  would  be  available  at  1:30  p.m.  on 
Friday  afternoon.    It  was  voted  that  the  elections  will  be  held  Friday  morning  at  the  Hotel 
in  the  Ballroom. 

LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


Director  Broyer  reported  on  the  State  Labor  Council's  bills  coming  up  for  hearings.    He  said 
that  a  Legislative  Bulletin  will  be  sent  out  telling  when  the  hearings  are.  He  said  there  were 
three  bills  filed  on  a  sales  tax.    He  said  that  Speaker  Thompson  said  that  he  would  push 
every  labor  bill  for  us.    Report  accepted.     Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  that  he  had 
attended  a  hearing  at  the  State  House  the  other  day  and  that  many  vice  presidents  were  there 
and  that  everyone  was  working  together.    Director  Broyer  discussed  the  need  for  assistance 
from  other  department  heads  and  vice  presidents  in  presenting  the  position  of  the  Council  at 
hearings  on  important  bills  when  a  number  of  simultaneous  hearings  can't  be  adequately 
covered  by  himself  and  Legislative  Agent  Clifton. 
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Vice  President  McMahon  read  an  article  wherein  Representative  Lang  requested  an  investiga- 
tion on  excessive  cost  of  residual  oil.    President  Belanger  and  some  vice  presidents  spoke 
in  regard  to  this  matter.    A  motion  was  made  that  the  Sec.-Treas.  communicate  with  the 
National  AFL-CIO  office  for  information  about  residual  fuel.    Voted. 

Vice  President  Buff  urn  brought  up  the  question  of  why  automobile  rates  were  so  high  in  Massa- 
chusetts and  suggested  that  it  should  be  looked  into.    It  was  voted  to  look  into  it  and  it  wa? 
referred  to  the  Taxation  Committee . 

Vice  President  O'Donnell  spoke  about  the  establishment  of  a  Consumers'  Council.

PER  CAPITA  TAX  EXONERATION  - 

lrf[t  was  voted  to  grant  per  capita  tax  exoneration  to  USA  Local  No.  2825  for  the  months  of 
August  through  December  1962  since  they  were  on  strike  during  those  months. 

Vice  President  Hunt  spoke  about  the  promotion  that  John  O'Malley  had  received  and  made  a 
motion  that  we  extend  our  congratulations  and  solicitations  to  him  upon  confirmation.    Voted 
that  upon  confirmation  of  his  promotion  we  would  extend  our  congratulations . 
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SOCIAL  SECURITY  AND  PRE-PAID  MEDICAL  CARE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Vice  President  Olerio  spoke  at  length  about  pre-paid  medical  care  and  about  the  Investigating 
Committee  on  the  High  Costs  of  Medical  Care.    He  said  that  there  were  three  things  respon- 
sible for  high  costs:    1.  added  demands  on  hospitals    2.    population  getting  older   3.    rising 
costs  of  hospital  equipment.    He  reported  on  a  plan  whereby  we  could  supply  better  medical 
care  at  a  lower  cost  and  of  using  an  existing  hospital  as  a  diagnostic  center.    He  recommended 
that  the  State  Labor  Council  give  $2,000  to  hire  an  expert  to  investigate  and  look  into  the 
possibility  of  setting  up  our  own  hospital  plan.    He  said  that  IUD  will  also  give  $2,000  towards 
hiring  someone  for  this  investigation.    President  Belanger  spoke  about  the  meetings  of  the 
Pre-Paid  Medical  Care  Committee ,  and  explained  further  the  plan  of  having  an  expert  investi- 
gate and  study  this  matter.    He  said  that  in  such  a  program  there  would  have  to  be  at  least 
20,000  participants.    Vice  President  O'Keefe  made  a  motion  that  we  give  $2,000  to  match  the 
$2,000  by  the  IUD  to  hire  an  expert.    Vice  President  Lewis  seconded  the  motion.    Vice  Presi- 
dent Pratt  questioned  as  to  who  would  do  the  hiring  and  Vice  President  Olerio  stated  that  the 
IUD  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  hiring;  the  State  Labor  Council  will.    Executive  Vice 
President  Camelio  also  spoke  in  regard  to  this  plan.    Vice  President  Hunt  suggested  that  the 
Martin  E.  Segal  Associates  do  this  investigation  cr  some  other  firm  rather  than  one  individual.

Vice  Presi- 
dent Camelio  spoke  about  Lucy  Wisniowski's  reappointment  and  about  the  duties 
of  the  Screening  Committee.   Report  of  the  Screening  Committee  accepted. 

President  Belanger  introduced  Alex  Porter  of  Cork,  Ireland,  of  the  Moral 
^e-armament  Committee  and  others  of  the  Committee.   Each  spoke  about  the  play 
"Music  at  Midnight"  and  urged  the  Council  members  to  attend.   They  were 
thanked  for  attending. 

Vice  President  O'Keefe  announced  a  meeting  of  the  Testimonial  Dinner  Committee 
during  lunch.   He  read  the  names  of  the  Committee. 

Meeting  recessed  for  lunch  at  12:40  p.m.  and  resumed  at  1:45  p.m. 

Correspondence  from  Engineers  AFSC  &  ME  was  voted  referred  to  the  Department 
of  Legislation. 

LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  reported  that  all  our  bills  are  still  in  their  respective 
committees  excepting  two  of  them.   All  bills  not  out  of  committee  by  March 
27th  are  referred  to  the  next  session.   He  spoke  about  the  Lie  Detector  Bill. 
Exec.  Vice  President  Callahan  remarked  that  the  committee  wants  this  function 
taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industries  and  turned 
over  to  the  state  police.   Vice  President  O'Donnell  and  Director  Broyer  and 
Vice  President  O'Malley  spoke  in  detail  about  this  bill.   Report  accepted. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

Vice  President  O'Keefe,  Chairman  of  the  J.  Wm.  Belanger  Testimonial  Dinner 
vjtommittee  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  Dinner.   He  said  that  1061  tickets 
*'nad  been  sold  to  date.   203  invited  guests  are  attending.   He  said  that  the 

gift  to  Mr.  Belanger  will  be  a  film  of  the  entire  affair.   He  recommended 

that  the  Council  pay  the  bill  for  the  printing  of  letterheads,  envelopes,  etc. 

amounting  to  $387.95  and  also  that  they  purchase  8  tables.   It  was  voted  to 

accept  the  recommendation. 
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[Vice  President  O'Keefe  reported  that  the  members  of  the  Taxation  Committee 
had  appeared  at  the  State  House  against  the  Sales  Tax  Bill.   He  said  that 
the  Taxation  Committee  will  meet  on  Wednesday,  March  27th  to  discuss  Governor 
Peabody's  tax  proposals.   He  listed  the  proposals.   He  said  he  feels  the 
Committee  will  not  go  for  the  Governor's  tax  program.   He  thinks  that  letters 
should  be  sent  to  all  affiliated  locals  so  that  they  will  be  at  the  public 
hearings  on  the  Governor's  tax  proposals  on  April  3rd.   He  said  that  he  would 
like  the  Executive  Officers  to  sit  in  with  the  Taxation  Committee  to  work  out 
its  own  method  of  taxation.   President  Belanger  said  that  as  far  as  it  looks 
now,  the  sales  tax  is  dead  for  1963.   He  suggests  that  if  the  Committee  on 
Taxation  comes  up  with  a  program  there  should  be  a  Special  Council  meeting. 
It  was  then  voted  to  hold  a  special  Executive  Council  meeting  to  discuss  only 
taxation  on  Tuesday,  April  2nd  at  10:00  a.m.  at  the  Parker  House. 

Vice  President  Hunt  made  a  motion  that  the  name  of  Vice  President  McCarthy 
be  added  to  the  Screening  Committee  to  serve  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the 
Committee  and  sit  in  when  one  of  the  Committee  members  is  absent,  or  be  per- 
manently appointed  when  there  exists  a  vacancy.   Vice  President  Lewis  amended 
the  motion  that  Vice  President  McCarthy's  name  be  added  immediately.   Execu- 
tive Vice  President  Camelio  spoke  about  adding  people  to  the  Committee,  saying 
that  other  vice  presidents  were  also  interested  in  being  added  to  this  com- 
mittee.  Vice  President  McCarthy  stated  that  he  is  very  interested  in  being 
on  this  committee.   Executive  Vice  President  Callahan  seconded  Vice  President 
Lewis'  motion  that  Vice  President  McCarthy  be  added  to  the  Committee.   Presi- 
dent Belanger  went  over  the  motion.   Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  said  that 
j±hat  a  motion  should  be  made  to  have  a  certain  number  on  the  Committee,  and 
'"rie  moved  that  the  Screening  Committee  have  9  members  on  it.   Vice  President 
McMahon  spoke  favoring  Vice  President  McCarthy's  name  being  added.   It  was 
then  voted  to  add  Vice  President  McCarthy  to  the  Screening  Committee.   Exec. 
Vice  President  Camelio  made  a  motion  that  Vice  President  Buffum  serve  on  this 
Committee.   Vice  President  Buffum  respectfully  declined  saying  that  he  was 
too  busy  at  the  present  and  could  not  do  justice  to  the  Committee  as  a  member 
at  this  time.   Supplementing  this  discussion  of  Committee  functions  and  atten- 
dance, Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  remarked  that  something  will  have  to  be  done  to 
stimulate  a  keener  interest  and  a  greater  sense  of  responsibility  among  the 
members  of  our  Standing  Committees,  who  are  not  attending  their  respective 
meetings  as  they  should. 

COPE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Cass  told  about  Director  McDevitt's  death.   He  spoke  about  the  COPE 
Conference  April  5th  and  6th,  and  about  the  program  that  is  lined  up.   He  re- 
marked about  Regional  Conferences  that  had  been  changed  --  Northampton  changed 
from  the  20th  of  April  to  the  27th  of  April  --  Fall  River-New  Bedford  changed 
to  May  25th  --  Worcester  and  No.  Worcester  June  22nd.   He  spoke  briefly  about 
new  affiliations.   Report  accepted. 

EDUCATION  AND  RESEARCH  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Lavigne  reported  that  the  Scholarship  Program  is  in  the  schools  and 
't  looks  as  though  approximately  2200  will  take  the  examination.   He  said 
H  iat  this  year  close  to  1800  student  packets  have  been  sent  to  the  schools, 
ne  spoke  about  the  Merit  Scholarship  Program  of  the  AFL-CIO  and  of  a  winner 
from  Springfield.   He  remarked  briefly  on  the  release  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Teachers  and  of  Dr.  Willis.   He  said  that  the  Committee  on  Education 
and  Research  had  met  and  recommended  that  we  continue  the  Harvard  Trade  Union 
Program  and  that  we  sponsor  two  fellowships  in  the  amount  of  $3,000  as  in 
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the  past.   Report  and  recommendations  accepted.   Vice  President  Brunelle 
questioned  Director  Lavigne  about  some  material  he  had  requested.   Director 
Lavigne  replied  that  he  was  sorry  and  a  slip-up  like  that  could  only  have 
been  due  to  an  oversight. 

Vice  President  Anctil  spoke  about  two  bills  before  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives and  before  the  Senate  in  Washington  concerning  the  Carpenters  Union. 
He  told  about  the  home  for  the  aged  that  the  Carpenters  Union  maintains  in 
Florida  and  how  they  raise  fruit  on  the  grounds  to  help  defray  the  cost  of 
running  this  home;   they  now  find  they  have  to  pay  income  tax  on  the  fruit 
that  is  raised  and  sold.   He  said  that  H.  887  and  S.  749  are  identical  bills 
to  have  the  crops  tax  free.   He  said  that  if  the  bill  doesn't  go  through 
they  may  have  to  close  the  home.   Would  like  the  State  Labor  Council's  sup- 
port and  to  communicate  with  all  the  Senators  and  Congressmen  to  have  these 
bills  passed.   It  was  voted  to  support  the  Carpenters  Union  and  to  communi- 
cate with  the  Senators  and  Congressmen  on  these  bills. 

Vice  President  O'Donnell  requested,  as  Chairman  of  the  Community  Services 
Committee,  that  the  State  Labor  Council  defray  the  cost  of  the  expenses  of 
the  Spring  Conference  of  the  Massachusetts  Consumer  Conference  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Community  Services  Committee  as  in  past  years.   Voted.

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:15  a.m.  with  President  Belanger  presiding,  and  he  then 
read  the  Council  Prayer. 

President  Belanger  explained  that  the  purpose  of  this  Special  meeting  was  only  on  the  ques- 
tion of  taxation. 

Vice  President  O'Keefe  told  the  Council  of  the  Taxation  Committee  meeting  that  had  been  held 
last  Wednesday,  during  which  they  spent  hours  on  the  problem  of  taxation.    Committee 
unanimously  rejected  Governor  Peabody's  tax  proposals.    He  said  that  the  Committee  was 
split  down  the  middle  on  their  position  on  how  far  the  State  Labor  Council  should  go  in  res- 
pect to  recommending  taxation  proposals  to  the  Legislature.    One  half  of  the  Committee  for 
entire  fair  tax  program  contained  in  booklet  drawn  up  in  1960  and  other  half  for  only  first 
five  items  in  the  program,     (i.e.  booklet  -  The  Sales  Tax  is  Unfair-1960) 

Vice  President  O'Keefe  spoke  about  the  Governor's  tax  proposals  to  raise  $105  million.    He 
said  that  it  contained  further  exemptions  for  people  with  children  going  to  college.    The 
$105  million  to  be  distributed  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth.    Elimination  of 
federal  deductibility  would  bring  in  approximately  $39  million  —  change  in  present  rate 
structure  to  4%  —  drop  exemptions  of  $2,000  to  $1500.  —  tax  on  rental  income  would  yield 
approximately  $3  million.    Committee       unanimously  opposed  to  this  proposal. 

Committee  unanimously  opposed  to  giving  to  cities  and  towns  any  additional  revenues  that 
would  be  raised.    Committee  agrees  that  this  money  should  go  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
Commonwealth.    He  spoke  about  the  many  times  that  labor  has  asked  for  more  medical 
schools,  children's  hospitals,  and  more  college  facilities.    He  said  that  this  year  the  Com- 
monwealth will  take  in  approximately  $17  1/2  million  more  than  last  year. 

Vice  President  O'Keefe,  Chairman  of  the  Taxation  Committee,  referred  to  the  Fair  Tax  Program 
which  had  been  adopted  in  1960  and  said  that  one  half  of  the  Committee  would  agree  on 
presentation  of  the  first  five  items  —  first  four  items  would  raise  approximately  15  -  25 
million  dollars .    The  other  half  of  the  Committee  felt  that  the  Taxation  Committee  and  the  . 
State  Labor  Council  adopted  a  position  and  that  we  should  continue  to  press  for  the  full  pro- 
gram as  it  was  adopted  in  1960.    He  said  that  the  Committee  had  left  it  up  to  the  Executive 
Council  to  decide.    Chairman  O'Keefe  said  that  he  himself  was  for  the  entire  fair  tax  program 
as  adopted  in  1960.    He  said  that  he  thinks  that  if  we  don't  adopt  the  full  program  there  might 
be  a  limited  sales  tax  introduced. 
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Vice  President  O'Keefe  said  that  it  would  relieve  the  cities  and  towns  of  a  burden  of  $40  million 
if  the  Commonwealth  took  over  the  public  welfare  costs  of  the  entire  state. 

w 

Vice  President  Roberts  said  that  our  people  would  be  paying  more  than  the  higher  income  people 

if  the  federal  deductibility  provision  in  the  Governor's  tax  program  is  adopted.     Vice  President 
O'Keefe  gave  a  breakdown  of  its  effect  on  workers'  salaries  to  everybody's  satisfaction. 

President  Belanger  explained  that  he  had  been  out  of  town  at  the  time  of  the  Taxation  Committee 
meeting.    He  spoke  about  Governor  Peabody's  tax  proposals  and  about  a  meeting  they  had  had 
at  the  Governor's  home.    President  Belanger  listed  the  taxes  and  the  revenue  they  took  in  last 
year.    $107.8  million  was  returned  to  the  cities  and  towns.    He  told  about  attending  the  sales 
tax  hearing  and  opposing  a  sales  tax  in  any  form.    He  spoke  about  the  beating  we  took  on  the 
graduated  income  tax  referenda  at  the  polls.    He  said  that  37  states  have  a  sales  tax  —  24 
have  both  sales  tax  and  state  income  tax  —  10  states  have  income  tax  and  no  sales  tax. 
Massachusetts  ranks  second  highest  on  real  estate  and  property  tax.    He  said  that  Fall  River 
is  on  the  brink  of  bankruptcy.  He  talked  about  the  Legislators'  pay  raise  which  the  State  Labor 
Council  appeared  in  favor  of  at  the  hearing,  and  about  regional  colleges  where  it  costs  the 
child  $200.  and  the  state  $650.,  and  added  that  if  we  ask  the  state  to  spend  more  money,  we 
have  to  accept  responsibility. 

Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  spoke  about  the  Committee  meeting  and  about  President 
Kennedy's  tax  program  of  cutting  taxes  which  we  are  for.    He  told  of  the  opinion  of  the  Rubber 
Workers  that  if  we  pay  more  taxes  instead  of  cutting  other  things  we  won't  be  any  better  off. 
He  spoke  about  Item  6  regarding  federal  deductibility  and  said  that  any  new  revenue  should  be 
earmarked  for  specific  spending.    He  mentioned  that  the  Governor,  at  the  meeting  at  his  home, 
p^said  that  we  do  not  need  any  additional  taxes  for  the  state.    He  said  that  he  thought  we  would 
be  better  off  if  we  said  we  were  for  some  of  the  items  in  the  Governor's  proposal  and  against 
others .    He  remarked  that  his  unions  are  against  more  revenue ,  but  when  he  suggested  to  them 
that  it  might  be  earmarked  for  education  they  weren't  so  against  it. 

President  Belanger  stated  that  the  State  Labor  Council  is  not  a  tax  agency,  but  that  we  are 
only  trying  to  protect  ourselves  and  our  people. 

Director  Broyer  stated  that  he  wished  the  Council  would  not  oppose    the  Governor's  program 
altogether  but  go  along  with  part  of  it.    He  said  that  we  should  favor  those  items  that  we 
have  favored  in  the  past.    He  spoke  about  some  taxes  we  might  pass  —  hotel  —  cigarette  — 
gas ,  etc.    He  then  requested  that  he  be  excused  in  order  that  he  might  return  to  the  State 
House  since  there  was  an  important  bill  coming  up. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  there  are  two  items  of  the  Governor's  proposal  that  we  favored  in  the 
past —  tax  on  rentals  and  federal  deductibility.    Vice  President  LaBlue  asked  if  the  Governor 
ever  asked  labor  for  their. recommendations  for  more  taxes.    Vice  President  O'Keefe  told  about 
the  meeting  with  the  Governor  concerning  taxation  and  that  the  Governor  never  asked  labor  for 
a  recommendation. 

President  Belanger  pointed  out  that  our  program  in  1960  was  as  a  defense  against  the  sales  tax — 
not  a  pro  tax  program. 
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ice  President  O'Keefe  explained  that  90  to  100  million  dollars  would  be  raised  if  they  adopted 
and  passed  our  program  of  1960.    He  said  that  we  should  be  against  the  Governor's  tax  pro- 
posal because  it  places  the  burden  of  taxes  unfairly. 

Vice  President  Murray  read  an  article  from  a  newspaper  in  1938  in  regard  to  the  sales  tax  to 
emphasize  that  the  tax  problem  is  always  with  us . 
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Vice  President  Deady  spoke  at  length  about  federal  and  state  income  taxes  and  about  the 
spending  program  in  1942  and  the  slump  of  1946.    He  said  that  $55  billion  was  being  spent  on 
w defense.    He  said  also  that  we  should  be  able  to  get  more  money  into  the  state  and  less  into 
the  national  government.    He  remarked  that  we  cannot  afford  to  agree  not  to  pay  more  taxes. 
A  lengthy  discussion  took  place  on  the  question  of  where  the  money  raised  should  go. 
Vice  President  Hunt  suggested  that  we  revert  to  the  Roberts  Rule  of  Order  on  this  discussion. 

Vice  President  O'Keefe  read  the  Fair  Tax  Program  adopted  in  1960: 

"1.    Place  a  tax  on  net  rental  income.     (Since  1927  no  less  than  15  different 
state  Commissions  on  Taxation  have  made  this  recommendation /  which 
would  hardly  affect  owners  of  two  or  three  family  homes . ) 

2.  Place  a  tax  on  the  use  of  rooms  in  hotels ,  motels  and  tourist  homes. 
(This  would  enable  the  state  to  get  from  out-of-state  visitors  some  of 
the  money  paid  to  other  states  by  Massachusetts  residents  who  travel.) 

3.  The  state  to  take  all  breakage  at  race  tracks.     (The  state  now  takes 
only  50%.) 

4.  Tax  the  dividends  of  business  trusts  that  have  transferable  shares 
distributed  to  individual  shareholders/  the  same  as  all  other  dividend 
income  is  taxed. 
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5.  Put  a  general  tax  on  Insurance  Company  profits ,  with  a  guarantee  that 
such  a  tax  would  not  be  transferred  to  the  policyholders. 

6.  Discontinue  the  unfair  practice  of  deducting  the  federal  income  tax 
from  state  income  tax  returns ,  thus  eliminating  double  deductibility  and 
helping  keep  more  of  our  money  in  the  Commonwealth. 

7.  Take  assessing  of  property  out  of  politics  and  place  it  in  the  hands  of 
experienced  people  for  a  true  re-evaluation  of  all  properties  throughout  the 
state. 

8.  Start  the  necessary  machinery  for  calling  a  State  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion to  revise  and  modernize  operational  procedures  in  the  state  and  in  the 
various  counties  —  and  to  enable  the  people  to  vote  on  a  graduated  income 
tax  amendment." 

Vice  President  O'Keefe  then  made  a  motion  that  we  put  ourselves  on  record  as  in  favor  of  this 
Fair  Tax  Program.    Seconded  by  Vice  President  Wall. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  stated  that  Vice  President  O'Keefe  has  spent  many  hours  on  these  tax 
problems;    he  spoke  about  the  graduated  income  tax  which  had  been  defeated.    He  said  that 
we  should  have  a  man  on  every  state  committee;  also  that  he  didn't  know  what  we  should  do 
about  the  tax  problem. 

^Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  stated  that  he  was  opposed  to  the  motion. 

Vice  President  McMahon  spoke  about  the  Fair  Tax  Program  and  that  the  Committee  is  in  favor 
of  the  first  five  items  and  so  there  is  no  problem  there,  and  that  7  and  8  were  probably  accept* 
able  also.    He  said  that  the  only  controversial  item  was  No.  6  (federal  deductibility). 

Vice  President  Roberts  said  that  we  should  not  be  the  ones  to  say  "raise  the  taxes". 
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Vice  President  Magliozzi  spoke  about  the  sales  tax  and  that  we  are  definitely  against  it. 

•^President  Belanger  stated  that  some  of  our  program  coincides  with  the  Governor's  program. 

Vice  President  Deady  stated  that  "do  we  want  to  be  advocates  of  a  tax  program?" 

President  Belanger  reminded  the  Council  that  there  will  be  hearing  tomorrow  on  the  Governor's 
tax  proposal  and  urged  Council  members  to  be  in  attendance. 

Vice  President  Pratt  remarked  that  we  might  be  letting  ourselves  in  for  criticism  by  .having  a  tax 
program  but  that  we  should  have  a  policy  and  that  the  policy  should  be  the  recommendation  of 
the  Taxation  Committee  as  adopted  in  1960.    A  discussion  ensued  on  the  question  of  the  mean- 
ing of  program  and  policy. 

Vice  President  O'Keefe  said  that  if  his  motion  was  adopted  that  he  would  appear  at  the  hearing 
and  explain  that  the  Council  is  opposed  to  the  Governor's  proposal.    He  stated  that  the  Com- 
mittee agreed  that  if  more  taxes  are  raised  any  monies  should  go  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Com- 
monwealth and  that  we  would  be  in  favor  of  a  Fair  Tax  Program.    He  said  that  he  doesn't  think 
that  the  Legislature  will  go  along  with  the  Governor's  tax  proposal  but  that  they  may  come  up 
with  a  sales  tax.     Vice  President  Deady  stated  that  we  have  already  given  our  views  on  a  sales 
tax. 

Question  was  called  on  the  motion  -  President  Belanger  repeated  the  motion  "that  we  reaffirm 
our  position  on  the  Fair  Tax  Program  adopted  in  1960".    There  was  question  again  on  whether 
#it  should  be  referred  to  as  a  "program"  or  a  "policy".      Vice  President  O'Keefe  said  that  the 
Governor  wants  to  meet  with  the  Executive  Officers  and  himself  at  4:30  p.m.  today.    Executive 
Vice  President  Camelio  again  stated  that  he  was  opposed  to  the  motion.    There  was  some 
question  as  to  the  duties  of  the  standing  committee  and  President  Belanger  stated  that  the 
Committee  is  only  to  assist  and  help  -  not  to  decide  the  program.    Vice  President  O'Keefe 
said  that  the  Council  in  1960  did  accept  the  reoommendation  of  the  Taxation  Committee  and 
also  amended  the  recommendation  and  added  the  federal  deductibility  item.    The  motion  to 
reaffirm  our  program  adopted  in  1960  was  then  voted  on  —  three  (3)  vice  presidents  for  the 
motion  -  fourteen  (14)  opposed Motion  defeated  14  to  3. 

Vice  President  Deady  said  that  we  are  not  opposed  to  the  Governor  seeking  more  money  but  to 
the  way  he  is  seeking  it.    He  stated  that  we  are  not  anti-progress. 

President  Belanger  said  that  Vice  President  Deady  might  be  placing  the  President  and  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Taxation  Committee  in  a  difficult  position,  and  that  the  Chair  and  Chairman  would 
need  some  quidance. 

Vice  President  Lewis  made  a  motion  that  the  Chair  and  Legislative  Director  place  the  Council 
in  favor  of  federal  deductibility  item  and  rental  income  item.    Not  seconded. 

Vice  President  O'Keefe  read  the  Governor's  proposals. 

JVice  President  Lewis  made  a  motion  that  the  Council  favor  item  1  and  item  6  of  the  1960  Fair 
fax  Program  which  are  contained  in  the  Governor's  proposals.    Seconded  by  Vice  President 
Deady.    A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  carried  with  Vice  Presidents  Roberts,  Svizzero,  and 
McMahon  opposed. 

Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  stated  that  we  should  attempt  to  urge  the  Governor  to  use  the 
money  raised  in  some  specific  way. 
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Vice  President  Deady  said  that  we  are  not  for  the  rest  of  the  items  in  the  1960  program.    He 
jp  then  questioned  the  presence  of  a  quorum.    President  Belanger  pointed  out  that  there  was  a 
quorum  present  -  18. 

Vice  President  O'Keefe  said  that  in  the  privacy  of  the  Governor's  office  he  would  like  to  be 
able  to  say  that  the  Council  is  for  the  other  items.

He  said  also  that  the  committee  was  intended 
only  to  make  recommendations  and  look  into  the  background  of  these  people  seeking  positions. 
Many  vice  presidents  commenced  on  the  duties  of  the  committee.    Vice  President  Deady  stated 
that  the  Committee  if  just  to  investigate  the  background  and  to  screen  out  anyone  who  was  not 
reliable  and  if  all  the  people  submitted  were  "okayed"  all  should  be  brought  back  to  the  Council 
to  choose  one.

Seconded  by  Vice 
President  Sweeney.    Vice  President  O'Keefe  spoke  in  opposition  to  this  motion  and  stated  that 
he  thought  there  is  no  reason  why  the  Screening  Committee  should  not  bring  back  a  recommenda- 
tion.   Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  spoke  at  length  supporting  the  motion.    Sec.-Treas. 
Loughlin  also  spoke  in  regard  to  this  matter.    Vice  President  McLaughlin  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  motion.    It  was  then  voted  to  adopt  Vice  President  Olerio' s  motion  that  all  qualified  names 
come  before  the  Council  for  the  final  choice.    Vice  President  O'Keefe  recorded  opposed.    Sec- 

|  Treas.  Loughlin  then  made  a  motion  that  we  abolish  the  Screening  Committee  and  that  the 
Executive  Officers  report  back  to  the  Council  meeting  all  qualified  people  seeking  appointments .

|COPE  REPORT 

Director  Cass  spoke  briefly  of  the  COPE  Conference  and  told  how  successful  it  had  been,  he 
said  that  approximately  300  people  attended.    He  then  gave  a  run-down  of  the  coming  Regional 
Conferences.    Vice  President  DiNunno  stated  that  90%  of  his  locals  didn't  receive  a  communi- 
cation about  the  COPE  Conference.    Director  Cass  said  that  he  would  check  into  it.      COPE 
report  accepted. 

LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  said  that  all  our  bills  were  out  of  their  respective  committees.    He  spoke 
about  the  many  letters  and  post  cards  which  the  representatives  have  been  receiving  on  S.315. 
He  said  that  we  might  have  to  compromise  on  this  bill  and  that  it  was  coming  up  May  8th.    He 
thanked  the  Council  members  for  their  help  in  getting  the  bill  through  the  Senate.    Vice  Presi- 
dent Olerio  made  a  motion  that  if  a  compromise  is  necessary  that  the  four  Executive  Officers 
in  conjunction  with  the  Legislative  Department  be  authorized  to  make  a  compromise.    Voted. 
Director  Broyer's  report  accepted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  explained  that  Legal  Counsel,  Robert  Segal,  was  going  to  speak  to  the 
Council  and  would  be  here  about  1:00  p.m. 

Vice  President  Campobasso  suggested  that  when  a  newspaper  editorial  appears  opposing 
^the  Strike  Benefit  Bill,  S.315  the  Council  should  send  in  our  views  on  this  bill. 

A  Roll  Call  was  then  taken. 

Meeting  recessed  for  lunch  at  1:00  p.m.  and  resumed  at  1:45  p.m. 

Legal  Counsel  Segal  spoke  about  the  Constitutional  amendments  to  the  Massachusetts  Con- 
stitution coming  into  the  Legislature.    He  said  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Officers  is  that  this  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Officers  and  the  Legislative  Department  for 
appropriate  action.    He  listed  the  amendments  which  include  limiting  legislative  sessions, 
home  rule,  and  abolishing  the  Governor's  Council.    These  three  have  been  questioned  by  the 
Executive  Officers.    A  discussion  followed  on  this  matter.    Vice  President  Pratt  suggested 
that  perhaps  a  special  Executive  Council  meeting  should  be  called  to  make  the  decision  on 
the  position  that  the  State  Labor  Council  will  ^ake  on  these  amendments.    Vice  President 
Brunelle  suggested  that  a  telephone  call  to  each  Council  member  would  be  better  then  calling 
a  special  meeting.    Many  vice  presidents  gave  their  views  on  the  Constitutional  amendments. 
Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  amended  the  motion  that  a  letter  would  be  sent  to  the  Council 
members  notifying  them  as  to  when  the  Executive  Officers  and  Legislative  Department  will 
hold  the  meeting  and  those  who  wish  to  appear  before  them  and  give  their  views  may  at  that 
time.    Vice  President  Olerio  stated  that  this  is  very  important  and  suggested  that  a  special 
Executive  Council  meeting  be  held.    Further  discussion  took  place.    Vice  President  Olerio 
amended  the  motion  —  to  call  a  special  Executive  Council  meeting  with  no  quorum  rule  and 
those  who  don't  want  to  come  can  call  and  give  their  views.    Seconded  by  Vice  President 
^Anctil.    Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  ruled  this  motion  out  of  order.    Executive  Vice  Presi- 
dent Camelio  stated  that  the  Executive  Officers  should  be  empowered  to  call  a  special  Execu- 
tive Council  meeting.    Vice  President  Olerio  gave  a  substitute  motion  for  the  whole  —  that 
the  Executive  Officers  call  a  special  Council  meeting  to  discuss  Constitutional  amendments 
and  in  the  event  there  is  a  lack  of  quorum  that  the  Executive  Officers  at  that  time  be  empowered 
to  act.    This  too  was  ruled  out  of  order.    Vice  President  Pratt  then  gave  a  substitute  motion  — 
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that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Officers  and  Legislative  Department  for  investiga- 
tion  and  recommendation  to  a  Special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  to  be  called  on  such 
date  as  the  Executive  Officers  wish  and  in  the  event  of  the  lack  of  a  quorum  the  Executive 
Officers  will  act  on  behalf  of  the  Executive  Council.    Voted. 

A  motion  was  made  to  empower  the  Executive  Officers  to  spend  money  on  the  Strike  Benefit 
Bill  S.315  if  necessary.    Voted. 

Acting  Chairman  Camelio  was  thanked  for  the  fine  job  he  had  done  in  President  Belanger's 
absence.

President  Belanger  explained  that  this  was  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
legislation  dealing  with  proposed  Constitutional  amendments  and  for  the  Council  to  take  a 
position  on  them.    He  said  that  according  to  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Council  meeting  he  had 
to  call  a  special  meeting.    He  said  that  even  though  the  Legislature  had  already  acted  on  some 
proposed  amendments,  this  special  meeting  would  not  be  entirely  lost  and  could  be  educational. 
^He  then  read  the  paragraph  in  the  Minutes  dealing  with  this  subject  and  the  motion  contained 
vin  it.    It  was  then  voted  to  accept  that  portion  of  the  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

President  Belanger  stated  that  22  amendments  to  the  Massachusetts  Constitution  had  been 
submitted  by  Governor  Peabody.    They  were  as  follows: 

1.  Amendment  for  interim  Government  in  the  event  of  an  attack. 

2.  Six-month  Legislative  session. 

3.  2/3rd  vote  by  Legislature  to  pledge  Commonwealth's  credit. 

4.  Four- year  term  for  Constitutional  officers. 

5.  Governor  or  Executive  Council  may  ask  Supreme  Court  for  advisory  opinion. 

6.  Referendum  required  on  State  Bond  Issues  over  $500,000. 

7.  Biennial  considering  of  Governor's  budget. 

8.  Industrial  development  a  function  of  state  Government. 

9.  Assessors  be  permitted  to  classify  real  estate  according  to  use. 
10.-11.-12.-16.-22.    Home  Rule  proposals 

13.  All  appointive  terms  in  state  co-terminus  with  Governor. 

14.  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  run  as  a  team. 

15.-18.    Permit  Governor  to  re-organize  Executive  Department  subject  to  approval  by  Legisla- 
ture. 
17.-20.    Abolish  Executive  Council. 
19.    Qualification  for  voting. 

21.    Permit  periodic  re- codification  of  General  Laws. 

^President  Belanger  explained  that  a  Joint  Session  of  the  Legislature  had  been  held  May  8th 
^und  that  they  had  approved  four  of  the  above  items  and  rejected  three.    Those  approved  were: 
four- year  term  for  Constitutional  Officers;    interim  state  government  in  the  event  of  an  attack; 
2/3rd  vote  by  Legislature  to  pledge  Commonwealth's  credit;    and  permitting  the  Governor  or 
Executive  Council  to  seek  advisory  opinions  from  the  judicial  court.    Those  rejected  were: 
six-month  Legislative  session;  referendum  vote  on  bond  issues;  and  biennial  considering  of 
Governor's  budget. 
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President  Belanger  announced  that  the  next  Joint  Session  vi  the  Leg.     would  be  called  within 
^.  weeks  to  2  months.    Fifteen  other  items  still  to  be  worked  on.    He  went  over  some  of  the 
sterns  and  said  that  he  personally  was  in  favor  of  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  running 
together,  and  that  he  was  not  in  favor  of  a  six-month  legislative  session  since  we  are  the  only- 
state  in  the  union  who  has  right  to  free  petition  and  every  bill  must  be  heard  and  six  months 
might  not  be  long  enough.    He  said  that  the  items  passed  will  be  on  the  voting  referendum  in 
1964  and  if  passed  by  the  people  will  become  law. 

President  Belanger  said  that  perhaps  the  Legislature  is  too  large  but  pointed  out  that  in  New 
Hampshire  there  are  430  members  in  the  Legislature.    He  said  that  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant 
Governor  running  as  a  team  would  be  the  beginning  of  some  organization  in  the  state.    The 
Governor,  he  said,  is  blamed  for  many  things  which  do  not  even  come  before  him.    He  doesn't 
have  as  much  power  as  is  attributed  to  him,  for  either  the  Legislature  or  the  Executive  Council 
are  actually  responsible  for  actions  for  which  the  Governor  is  blamed.    He  said  that  the  Execu- 
tive Council  has  more  power  than  the  Governor. 

Vice  President  Deady  gave  an  example  of  a  bid  for  state  construction  work  which  the  Governor 
is  criticized  for  accepting  when  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  it  and  that  it  was  the  Executive 
Council  that  accepted  it. 

President  Belanger  stated  that  the  other  items  of  importance  were  the  home  rule  items. 

Vice  President  Olerio  said  that  labor  is  getting  closer  to  the  core  of  social  issues.    He  spoke 

at  length  about  fragmentation  in  government  functions .

President  Belanger  said  that  the  Constitution  is  187  years  old  and  very  archaic. 

Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  spoke  favoring  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  running 
together  as  a  team,  and  that  he  was  in  agreement  with  President  Belanger's  views.    He  ques- 
tioned as  to  whether  or  not  we  would  get  any  better  results  in  the  Senate  if  the  Governor's 
Council  were  abolished.    He  said  that  the  Senate  and  the  House  were  just  as  bad  as  the 
Governor's  Council.    He  spoke  about  home  rule,  and  about  the  questionnaire  which  we  have 
the  candidates  for  Governor  answer.    There  was  a  discussion  about  a  road  construction  pro- 
ject which  has  been  pending  for  14  years. 

President  Belanger  stated  that  on  the  question  of  abolishing  the  Governor's  Counsil,  it  would 
not  do  much  good  in  the  Senate . 

Vice  President  Deady  stated  that  these  Constitutional  amendments  are  most  important  to  us. 
He  spoke  about  division  on  the  party  level.    He  spoke  about  the  vote  on  the  Strike  Benefit 
Bill  (S.315)  and  that  we  should  have  stickers  printed  for  people  to  put  on  their  cars  saying  — 
"if  you  are  on  strike  you  must  suffer-Massachusetts  Legislature  1963".    He  said  that  Coun- 
cillors should  only  advise  and  counsel.     He  said  further  that  we  are  gaining  more  strength 
each  year  and  that  we  must  plan  ahead. 

director  Broyer  stated  that  the  Executive  Council  would  not  be  changed.

President  Belanger  spoke  about  industrial  development  to  be  a  function  of  the  state  govern- 
ment.   He  spoke  about  the  question  of  whether  the  government  should  preclude  "pirating"  , 
and  should  we  join  with  the  Southerers  or  not.    Vice  President  Deady  stated  that  for  the  first 
time  there  is  now  money  in  the  treasury  of  the  City  of  Boston.    He  suggested  that  we  leave 
this  matter  alone.    Vice. President  Olerio  also  suggested  that  we  pass  on  this  item.    President 
Belanger  Sjaidthart  since  all  agree,  we  will  pass  on  this  item. 
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President  Belanger  spoke  about  the  question  of  assessors  to  classify  real  estate  according  to

"of  standards  and  that  people  who  can.  afford  to  pay  should  pay.    President  Belanger  stated  that

President  Belanger  mentioned  that  the  Screening  Committee  will  have  to  decide  on  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  position  shortly. 

Vice  President  Deady  suggested  that  we  should  leave  this  matter  of  Constitutional  amendments 
with  the  Executive  Officers  and  that  next  Thursday  we  can  bring  this  up  again,  meanwhile  if 
necessary  the  Executive  Officers  will  act  for  the  Council. 

Vice  President  Deady  then  made  that  into  the  form  of  a  motion,  that  the  Council  leave  the 
Officers  with  the  authority  to  take  a  position  on  these  matters  if  need  be  and  on  Thursday 
(the  next  regular  Council  meeting)    the  Council  would  take  these  Constitutional  amendments 
up  again.    Seconded  by  Vice  President  Magliozzi.    Voted.

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:30  a.m.   with  President  Belanger  presiding,  and  the 
Council  Prayer  was  read  by  Vice  President  O'Keefe. 

President  Belanger  spoke  about  the  Special  Council  Meeting  that  had  been  held  May  10th  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing   proposed  Constitutional  amendments  to  the  Massachusetts  Constitution. 
He  said  that  Minutes  of  this  meeting  had  been  sent  and  that  there  were  a  few  corrections  to  be 
made  on  them.    He  explained  that  on  the  second  page  of  the  Minutes,  where  he  was  discussing 
^the  "six  month  legislative  session"  —  he  had  stated  that  this  is  tied  in  with  home  rule;    further 
^Sown,  he  said  that  where  he  commented  on  the  question  of  abolishing  the  Governor's  Council, 
he  had  stated  that  transfer  of  questions  coming  before  the  Governor's  Council  to  the  State  Senate 
would  not  do  much  good,  as  the  Senate  would  only  take  up  matters  of  a  certain  nature.    The 
Senate,  he  said,  would  have  the  say  in  judicial  matters  —  but  bids,  etc.  would  not  go  to  the 
Senate  but  directly  to  the  Executive  Department.    He  read  the  motion  that  this  matter  of  Consti- 
tutional amendments  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Officers  until  this  meeting  today.    He 
went  over  the  amendments  and  gave  the  Executive  Officers'  recommendation  on  each. 

1.  Amendment  for  interim  Government  in  the  event  of  an  attack.  President  Belanger  said  that 
this  has  already  been  approved  and  that  we  would  support  it.  There  was  some  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  we  should  take  a  position  on  those  already  passed.    It  was  decided  that  we  would. 

2.  Six-month  Legislative  session.    We  are  against. 

3.  2/3rd  vote  by  Legislature  to  pledge  Commonwealth's  credit.    It  was  decided  to  pass  on  this 
item. 

4.  Four- year  term  for  Constitutional  officers.    Support. 

5.  Governor  or  Executive  Council  may  ask  Supreme  Court  for  advisory  opinion.    Support. 

6.  Referendum  required  on  State  Bond  Issues  over  $500,000.    We  will  pass  on  this  item. 

7.  Biennial  considering  of  Governor's  budget.    We  are  opposed  to.

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  that  June  30th  is  the  end  of  our  fiscal  year  and  that  locals  owing 
3  months  or  more  back  per  capita  tax  would  be  suspended.    He  said  that  as  of  now  the  total 
amount  of  arrearage  was  $9,797,75.    Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  passed  the  list  of  delinquent  locals 
along  for  the  Council  members  to  check  their  own  locals.    Vice  President  O'Keefe  made  a  motion 
that  each  of  the  Council  members  receive  one  of  these  lists. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  that  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Organization  and  Affiliation, 
of  which  he  is  Chairman,  had  been  held  and  that  he  had  a  list  of  unaffiliated  localsat  the  office. 
He  said  that  we  need  help  retaining  the  Carpenters  locals  since  they  seem  to  be  dropping  out 
rapidly.    He  said  that  last  year  we  ended  up  with  50  less  locals  than  what  we  had  started  with. 
Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  spoke  about  visiting  unaffiliated  locals.    Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin 
said  that  we  have  a  great  deal  of  work  to  do  on  these  unaffiliated  locals  and  that  perhaps  we 
needed  a  full-time  person  working  on  this  job.    It  was  then  decided  to  add  four  names  to  the 
Committee  on  Organization  and  Affiliation:    Vincent  DiNunno,  David  P.  McSweeney,  Michael 
Harrington,  and  John  Cotter.

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matter  saying  that  the  construction  and  building  trades  are  definitely  against  this  bill  and  made 
^^i  motion  that  the  Council  also  be  opposed  to  it.    It  was  voted  to  oppose  this  bill. 

From  Hoisting  &  Portable  Engineers  Local  4  re  H.R.   2029  and  S.  757.    President  Belanger  spoke 
about  this  Set  Aside  Program  of  the  Small  Business  Administration.    Vice  President  Murphy  and 
Vice  President  Deady  also  commented  on  this  saying  that  these  bills  would  help  the  non-union 
contractors.    Vice  President  Deady  also  stated  that  we  would  do  well  to  oppose  these  bills  and 
to  send  our  opposition  in  on  them.    He  said  that  we  are  against  these  bills  to  the  extent  that  it 
denies  competition.    It  was  then  voted  to  oppose  these  bills. 

From  Benjamin  Hull.    Voted  that  this  communication  be  filed  with  contents  noted. 

From  Sec.-Treas.  Schnitzler  re  fair  employment  practice  laws.    President  Belanger  spoke  on  this 
question  and  said  that  we  should  notify  National  AFL-CIO  that  Massachusetts  was  one  of  the 
first  to  establish  the  FEPC.    He  said  that  he  is  on  the  Civil  Rights  Commission  of  Massachusetts. 
Many  vice  presidents  commented  on  the  bill  S.350  which  was  passed  last  year.    President 
Belanger  said  that  we  would  come  up  w.'.th  a  report  and  then  answer  Sec.-Treas.  Schnitzler.    It 
was  voted  to  send  reply  when  report  is  ready. 

From  Council  for  Constitutional  Reform  in  Massachusetts  requesting  President  Belanger  to  serve 
as  an  Honorary  member.

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  a  new  law  that  was  just  passed  dealing  with  labor  disputes.    Presi- 
dent Belanger  commented  on  this  law. 

From  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers  Union  requesting  that  we  notify  our  affiliates  not  to  purchase  non- 
union shoes.    Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  suggested  that  we  write  to  them  and  tell  them 
that  we  support  them  and  list  the  unaffiliated  locals  and  point  out  that  these  locals  are  not 
affiliated.    It  was  voted  to  get  more  information  from  them  and  to  comply  with  their  request. 

LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  told  about  the  Labor  Injunction  Bill  that  had  been  passed.    He  reported  that  the 
Unemployment  Bill  and  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Bill  both  looked  good,  but  that  the  Inspectors 
Bill  might  be  a  problem.    Lie  Detector  Bill  also  looks  good.    He  spoke  about  the  defeat  of  S.315, 
jj^he  Strike  Benefit  Bill,  and  said  that  this  roll  call  should  be  printed.    He  stated  that  not  one 
person  that  voted  wrong  can  be  excused  for  that  vote.    He  spoke  at  length  about  working  against 
those  representatives, that  voted  against  S.315,iin  the  next  election.    President  Belanger  also 
commented  on  representatives  that  we  have  worked  against  and  defeated.    Vice  President 
Magliozzi  announced  that  he  will  be  leaving  shortly  for  a  trip  to  England  and  will  be  there  for 
a  month.    He  also  commented  on  the  Strike  Benefit  Bill  and  said  that  he  thought  we  should  have 
stickers    printed  up.    He  wished  to  be  recorded  as  wishing  to  have  the  COPE  monies  expended 
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to  defeat  those  that  voted  against  us.    Vice  President  Deady  stated  that  perhaps  we  should  re- 
consider our  position  on  the  legislators'  pay  raise.    After  discussion  it  was  decided  not  to  make 
^any  change  in  our  position.    Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  commented  that  the  Republicans  at  least  got 
up  and  gave  their  reasons  for  being  against  S.315;  also  that  we  needed  only  13  votes  to  win. 
Vice  President  McCarthy  said  that  he  is  opposed  to  the  increase  in  the  legislators'  salary. 
Also  that  where  there  are  240  legislators  they  could  elect  only  100.    He  wished  to  be  recorded 
as  such.    President  Belanger  spoke  about  Senator  Burke  thanking  him  for  the  stand  the  Council 
took  on  the  pay  raise  and  then  voting  against  us.    Vice  President  Murray  commented  on  the 
Chairman  of  the  Democratic  party,  Mr.  Murphy,  and  also  about  working  against  the  legislators 
that  voted  wrong. 

Vice  President  LaBlue  stated  that  he  had  checked  with  his  office  and  that  his  local  is  not  in 
arrears  but  is  paid  up.    He  was  very  upset  about  his  local  being  listed  on  the  delinquent  locals 
list,  and  listing  IUE  255,  Pittsfield  as  being  in  4  months  arrears.    It  was  voted  to  send  a  letter 
to  Vice  President  LaBlue  stating  that  this  was  an  error  and  that  his  local  is  in  good  standing  and 
we  hope  that  it  hasn't  inconvenienced  anyone. 

Vice  President  Roberts  also  commented  on  the  Legislators  pay  raise  stating  that  maybe  some  of 
the  Legislators  are  not  worthy  of  a  pay  raise.    Further  discussion  on  this  matter  took  place. 
Director  Cass  thanked  the  councils  and  the  locals  for  their  help  in  trying  to  pass  S.315.    He 
said  that  there  was  no  question  that  in  order  to  pass  this  measure  we  have  to  change  some  of 
the  faces  in  the  Legislature.    He  said  that  the  roll  call  should  be  sent  out  to  the  locals  and 
also  that  we  needed  COPE  dollars.    A  vote  was  then  taken  on  the  Legislative  Report  and  our 
condemnation  of  the  Legislators  that  voted  against  us.    Voted. 

A  roll  call  was  then  taken. 

President  Belanger  spoke  about  the  motion  on  the  records  from  the  last  regular  Council  meeting 
dealing  with  the  Screening  Committee.    He  spoke  in  detail  about  the  appointments  that  we  have 
an  interest  in.    He  told  the  Council  that  Lucy  Wisnioski, whose  name  had  been  sent  in  for  re- 
appointment to  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  had  died  before  taking  office.    He  said  that  there 
are  now  9  candidates  for  this  position  and  that  out  of  the  9,  8  are  qualifed.    The  names  sub- 
mitted are:    John  F.  Albano,  Sven  Peterson,  Philip  J.  McColgan,  Jr.  ,  Charles  W.  Fassett,  Mrs. 
Anne  Foley  Spencer,  Americo  J.  Coppola,  William  Baker,  William  J.  Powers,  and  John  J.  Joyce. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  Mrs .  Spencer  is  not  a  union  member  and  that  this  is  one  of  the  stipula- 
tions of  this  position.    President  Belanger  read  a  letter  received  from  Governor  Peabody  request- 
ing five  names  for  this  position  and  said  that  there  must  be  some  misunder  tanding  and  that  we 
will  have  to  meet  with  the  Governor  and  clarify  this  matter  of  submitting  names ,  as  our  policy 
is  to  submit  only  one  name.    Vice  President  O'Keefe  made  a  motion  that  a  secret  ballot  be  taken 
and  ballot  until  one  gets  a  majority.

Vice  President  Buffum  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  Executive  Council  that  Edward  Sullivan's  name  has  been  submitted  by  the 
Building  Service  Employees  for  the  appointment  to  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority. 
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COPE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Cass  reported  on  the  Regional  Conferences  that  had  been  held  and  those  that  are  to  be 
held,  New  Bedford  and  Fall  River  Regional  Conference  to  be  held  May  25.    He  reported  that  he 
had  made  up  a  list  of  the  roll  call  on  S.315  and  suggested  that  both  roll  calls  be  used  and  printed 
up.    He  spoke  at  length  about  defeating  those  Legislators  that  voted  against  us.    Director  Cass 
reported  that  he  has  been  working  on  new  affiliations .    President  Belanger  spoke  in  regard  to 
the  amendment  on  S. 315,  and  said  that  the  88  votes  were  good  votes  and  all  others  bad  votes. 
Vice  President  O'Keefe  made  a  motion  that  the  COPE  Report  be  accepted  and  that  this  vote  'on 
S.315)  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Officers  and  the  Legislative  and  COPE  Departments  to  bring 
back  a  recommendation  to  the  next  Council  meeting.    President  Belanger,  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin, 
and  Vice  President  Murray  commented  on  the  vote  on  S.315.    President  Belanger  explained  that 
we  might  lose  our  effectiveness  if  we  do  not  go  all  the  way  on  this  bill.    A  lengthy  discussion 
ensued  on  this  matter.    Director  Broyer  reported  that  the  only  way  we  had  any  chance  of  passing 
this  bill  was  with  the  amendment.    It  was  then  voted  that  the  COPE  Director  and  Legislative 
Department  and  Executive  Officers  study  this  and  bring  back  a  recommendation  to  the  next 
Council  meeting.

spoke  about  this  and  suggested  that  we  notify  the  central  labor  councils  and  the  local  unions 

in  a  future  mailing .    It  was  voted  to  cooperate  in  this  Institute . 
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^EDUCATION  AND  RESEARCH  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


Director  Lavigne  reported  that  2234  students  had  taken  the  scholarship  examination  and  that 
1781  had  completed  it.    191  schools  participated  in  the  scholarship  program.    The  top  winners 
were:    1st-  Thomas  K.  Wisnowski,  Uxbridge  High  School;    2nd-  Donald  Aliferis,  Lynn  Classical 
High  School;    3rd-  Paul  M.  Azer,  Lynn  Classical  High  School;    4th-  Edwin  Minkley,  Holyoke 
High  School;    and  5th-  Jeanne  Picard,   Sacred  Heart  High  School,  Worcester.

.  plained  that  since  this  was  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  this  local  would  have  to  be  accepted

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  on  the  meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Organization  and  Affilia- 
tion and  said  that  the  Committee  had  agreed  that  something  had  to  be  done  about  the  drop-outs 
and  disaffiliations  of  local  unions.    He  explained  to  the  Council  that  local  unions  had  many 
per  capita  payments  to  pay,  such  as  to  their  international  union,  city  central  bodies,  and 
numbers  of  others.    He  stated  that  there  are  roughly  265,000  members  at  present  affiliated 
with  the  State  Labor  Council,  and  said  further  that  there  are  approximately  475,000  AFL-CIO 
members  in  Massachusetts.    He  requested  that  the  Executive  Council  members  help  in  every 
possible  manner  to  retain  the  locals  that  are  now  affiliated.    President  Belanger  supplemented 
the  report  explaining  how  much  Massachusetts'  labor  has  done  for  its  members.    He  stated 
that  we  also  have  helped  locals  even  if  they  are  not  affiliated.    He  spoke  about  the  cost  of 
operation  of  the  Council  which  is  more  now  due  to  raises,  price  of  material,  clerical  salaries, 
l^etc.    He  stated  that  locals  with  a  number  of  per  capita  taxes  to  pay  will  be  hard  to  convince 
to  remain  affiliated  if  we  don't  show  them  what  we  do,  and  there  are  about  200,000  union 
members  that  should  be  affiliated  and  are  not.    He  pointed  out  that  we  accomplish  much  more 
on  Capitol  Hill  than  most  other  State  Councils.    Vice  President  Murray  spoke  in  regard  to  this. 
President  Belanger  said  that  we  are  going  to  invite  international  officers  of  unions  that  we  need 
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to  affiliate  to  sit  down  and  talk  with  them.    Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  spoke  about  the  delinquent 
^local  list  and  again  urged  Council  members  to  try  to  get  these  locals  to  pay  up  their  arrearage. 
^Vice  President  Lewis  suggested  that  we  should  have  a  full-time  person  working  on  getting  new 
affiliations  and  having  delinquent  locals  pay  their  per  capita  tax.     President  Belanger  spoke 
about  the  regional  conferences  we  have  been  conducting  throughout  the  state ,  and  the  fact 
that  they  help  to  keep  locals  better  informed  and  appreciate  their  affiliation.    Vice  President 
Pratt  spoke  about  the  money  the  State  Labor  Council  takes  in  in  a  year  and  that  we  should  have 
an  evaluation  of  expenses  and  that  if  we  were  to  try  to  get  an  increase  in  per  capita  tax,  we 
would  meet  with  defeat.    Vice  President  Deady  gave  examples  of  locals  with  money  in  the  bank 
and  how  much  they  collect  in  a  year  and  said  that  some  unions  do  not  want  to  pay  per  capita 
tax  to  carry  on  the  work  of  labor.    Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  stated  that  we  do  not  want 
to  spend  more  money  than  we  have  and  that  he  would  like  to  see  the  staff  members  get  a  raise. 
President  Belanger  said  that  we  will  also  invite  the  officers  of  unions  with  the  most  unaffiliated 
locals  when  we  sit  down  and  discuss  these  problems.    After  further  discussion  on  this  matter 
the  report  was  accepted  as  one  of  progress. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

From  Mass.  Podiatry  Society,  Inc.  thanking  Council  for  help  on  House  Bill  No.  3042.    Com- 
munication voted  placed  on  file . 

From  Street  Carmen  Local  1509  requesting  exoneration  of  per  capita  tax.    Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin 
reported  on  the  communications.    President  Belanger  reported  that  the  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Officers  was  that  we  communicate  with  this  local  that  their  per  capita  tax  is  a  debt 
^nd  will  be  carried  on  the  books  to  pay  at  a  future  time  and  continue  paying  their  current  per 
capita  tax.     Vice  President  Lewis  explained  that  their  financial  difficulty  was  due  to  the  strike 
back  in  1958-59  and  that  they  had  never  gotten  back  on  their  feet,  and  at  the  time  of  the  strike 
they  paid  their  per  capita  tax  regularly  without  asking  for  exoneration  during  the  strike.    Vice 
President  McCarthy  made  a  motion  that  we  will  not  exonerate  them  but  that  the  money  owed  will 
be  set  aside  as  a  debt  providing  per  capita  is  paid  currently  —  and  upon  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  the  local's  officers  requesting  exoneration  for  the  duration  of  the  strike,  accreditation 
will  be  made  for  the  duration  of  the  strike  not  exceeding  the  amount  now  owed.    Voted. 

From  Vice  President  Olerio,  Chairman,  Socail  Security  Committee,  re  a  study  of  a  comprehen- 
sive medical  care  program  in  Massachusetts.    President  Belanger  stated  that  this  was  unfinished 
business  and  that  we  had  already  appropriated  $2,000.00  for  this  study.    Vice  President  Hunt 
questioned  as  to  whether  his  suggestion  of  hiring  Sherman  Sass  had  been  considered.    Vice 
President  Olerio  said  that  Mr.  Sass  had  been  considered  but  that  he  believed  Dr.  Roy 
Penchansky  of  Harvard  Medical  School  would  be  the  man  to  make  this  analysis.    He  stated 
also  that  we  would  be  receiving  from  15  to  20  thousand  dollars  worth  of  work  for  only  $4,000.00. 
A  motion  was  then  made  and  seconded  that  Dr.  Penchansky  be  hired.    Voted. 

President  Belanger  spoke  about  the  Executive  Officers  meeting  with  the  Governor  and  told  of 
the  outcome.    He  spoke  about  the  Barber  Renistration  Board  and  the  problems  we  encountered 
with  it  and  of  how  it  was  finally  resolved.    He  reviewed  the  vote  taken  at  the  last  Council 
meeting  on  the  Civil  Service  position  and  that  Sven  Peterson  had  won  and  his  name  had  been 
(^submitted  to  the  Governor  and  that  Brother  John  Albano  came  in  second.    Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin 
read  the  communication  from  the  Governor  which  stated  that  he  would  be  happy  to  consider 
Mr.  Peterson  for  the  position  on  the  Employment  Review  Board  and  consider  Mr.  Albano  for  the 
Civil  Service  Commission.    Vice  President  O'Keefe  made  a  motion  that  we  rescind  the  name  cf  Mr. 
Peterson  for  the  Civil  Service  Commission.    Voted.    Vice  President  Hunt  then  made  a  motion 
that  we  submit  the  name  of  Sven  Peterson  for  appointment  to  the  Employment  Review  Board.    Voted, 
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Vice  President  Brunelle  made  a  motion  that  the  name  of  Mr.  John  Albano  be  submitted  for  the 
Civil  Service  Board.    Voted.    There  was  some  discussion  about  communications  which  have 
been  received  from  the  Steelworkers  locals  supporting  Martin  Fay  for  reappointment  to  the 
^Employment  Review  Board.    Vice  President  O'Keefe  made  a  motion  that  we  communicate  with 
the  Steelworkers  who  wrote  us  and  inform  them  that  it  is  no  reflection  on  Mr.  Fay  that  we  did 
not  endorse  him,  but  that  we  felt  we  should  have  a  labor  man  in  this  position.    Voted.    It  was 
then  voted  to  communicate  with  the  Governor  thanking  him  for  considering  a  labor  man  for  the 
post,  a. post  formerly  held  by  labor  men  but  had  been  denied  by  a  previous  Governor. 

President  Belanger  read  the  communication  from  the  Building  Service  Employees  No.  254  endor- 
sing Edward  T.  Sullivan  for  the  position  on  the    Mass.  Port  Authority.    Vice  President  O'Keefe 
questioned  the  procedure  of  submitting  this  name  at  today's  meeting.    It  was  pointed  out  that 
at  last  month's  meeting  the  Council  members  were  informed  of  this  communication.    It  was 
then  voted  that  ncminations  be  closed  and  it  was  voted  to  submit  the  name  of  Edward  Sullivan 
for  the  position  on  the  Mass.  Port  Authority.    President  Belanger  spoke  about  the  Arena  Authority 
and  stated  that  the  Officers  had  informed  the  Governor  that  they  had  no  recommendations  on 
this  at  this  time.

Vice 
President  Hunt  spoke  at  length  about  the  MEBA  organization  and  said  that  he  was  against  this 
man.    Vice  President  O'Keefe  withdrew  his  motion.    He  then  made  a  motion  that  we  now  en- 
dorse Vice  President  Hunt  for  this  position.    Vice  President  Hunt  declined  but  suggested  the 
*  name  of  Robert  Sullivan  from  the  NMU.    Vice  President  O'Keefe  withdrew  the  name  of  Vice 
President  Hunt  and  submitted  the  name  of  Robert  Sullivan.    Executive  Vice  President  Camelio 
suggested  that  we  adhere  to  our  rule  of  last  meeting  and  bring  back  the  name  of  Sullivan  to 
the  next  meeting.    Vice  President  Rush  moved  that  we  suspend  the  rules  in  the  case  of  the 
Maritime  Academy.    Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  spoke  in  regard  to  suspending  the  rules. 
Vice  President  Hunt  made  a  motion  that  we  reject  Couble.    Seconded  by  Vice  President  Deady. 
Then  Vice  President  Hunt  requested  a  personal  privilege  since  he  might  not  be  at  the  next 
Council  meeting,  that  we  take  this  matter  up  today.

Director  watch  a  bill  which

stated  that  they  reminded  the  Governor  that  labor  is  entitled  to  more  places  on  the  Industrial 
^ccident  Board.    He  said  that  Mr.  McCusker's  name  had  been  submitted  by  the  Boston  Central 
Labor  Council  for  the  State  Ballot  Law  Commission  and  that  we  should  pass  on  this  one  as  well 
as  others  that  are  not  directly  labor  associated  per  se. 

From  AFL-CIO  Department  of  Public  Relations  regarding  the  National  Labor  Spotlight  which  is  a 
fraud.    Voted  placed  on  file. 

From  President  Meany  re  sponsorhip  for  Elderly  Housing  projects.    Voted  referred  to  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Housing  Committee,  Mr.  Hunt. 

From  Legislative  Director  Biemiller  regarding  tax  cut  legislation.    Voted  to  support  this  legis- 
lation. 

From  Director  Cruikshank,  Department  of  Social  Security,  AFL-CIO,  requesting  Council  to  send 
letter  to  Insurance  Commissioner.    Voted  to  send  letter  and  copy  to  the  Executive  Council 
members . 

From  Assistant  to  Governor  requesting  two  names  to  serve  on  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Civil 
Rights.    President  Belanger  stated  that  the  Executive  Officers  recommended  the  names  of  Sec- 
Treas.  Loughlin  and  Vice  President  Pratt.    Vice  President  Pratt  declined.    It  was  then  voted 
that  the  names  of  Vice  President  Durkin  and  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  be  submitted.

President  Belanger  told  about  the  vote  in  Congress  on  further  appropriations  on  the  Redevelop- 
ment Program. 

From  Chester  Wright  resigning  as  a  Vice  President  of  the  Council.    It  was  pointed  out  that  Mr. 
Wright  has  been  appointed  to  the  Public  Housing  Authority.    It  was  voted  to  accept  the  resigna- 
tion with  regrets . 
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Executive  Council  members  were  notified  that  Vice  President  Doolan  is  in  St.  Ann's  Hospital, 
.Fall  River.    It  was  voted  to  send  an  appropriate  gift. 

Vice  President  O'Malley  announced  that  he  has  been  appointed  as  a  permanent  employee  of 
the  New  England  AFL-CIO  Regional  Office  and  as  such  must  resign  as  a  Vice  President  of  the 
Council.    He  requested  that  Lawrence  Thomson  replace  him.    Executive  Vice  President  Callahan 
made  a  motion  that  we  accept  Vice  President  O'Malley's  resignation  with  regrets  and  wish  him 
well.    Voted.    It  was  then  voted  that  Lawrence  Thomson  replace  Mr.  O'Malley. 

Vice  President  Murray  told  the  Council  that  the  Worcester  Labor  Council  submitted  the  name 
of  James  Lavin  to  replace  Chester  Wright  as  a  Vice  President  of  the  Council.    It  was  then 
voted  that  James  Lavin  replace  Chester  Wright. 

Secretary  of  the  Civil  Rights  Committee,  Julius  Bernstein,  made  a  report  on  the  meeting  held 
by  his  Committee.    He  said  that  the  Committee  recommended  that  the  Council  affiliate  with 
the  Mass.  Committee  on  Discrimination  in  Housing.    He  spoke  at  length  about  the  Negro  prob- 
lems in  the  Boston  area  as  well  as  in  the  South,  and  of  discrimination  in  employment,  housing, 
etc.    He  told  about  the  1-day  Stop  that  is  scheduled  for  June  26th,  on  which  day  all  Negroes 
are  requested  not  to  go  to  work,  shopping,  ride  on  public  transportation,  or  do  anything  at  all. 
He  stated  that  there  is  talk  about  them  setting  up  a  picket  line  around  the  Prudential  Building 
in  order  to  get  more  employment  in  the  building  trades  for  Negro  people.    It  was  then  voted  to 
accept  the  report  and  recommendation  that  the  Council  affiliate  with  the  Mass.  Committee  on 
Discrimination  in  Housing. 

President  Belanger  announced  his  resignation,  due  to  pressing  duties,  from  the  U.S.  Civil 
Rights  Commission  Advisory  Committee  and  requested  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  to  replace  him. 
There  was  no  objection. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  told  the  Council  about  his  trip  to  Washington,  D.C.  which  had  been 
called  by  President  Kennedy,  and  explained  that  he  was  requested  to  come  back  and  ask  for 
support  in  the  President's  tax  proposals  and  his  Civil  Rights  Program.    He  stated  that  the 
President  wants  us  to  contact  our  Congressmen  and  support  his  program.    President  Belanger 
explained  that  he  wasn't  present  at  the  meeting  but  had  heard  much  about  it  and  related  in 
detail  to  the  Council.    He  said  that  the  Negroes  are  upset  because  there  are  many  of  their 
young  people  coming  out  of  schools  who  can't  find  jobs  and  are  unemployed.    He  said  further 
that  the  main  question  is  that  there  is  just  not  enough  jobs  to  go  around. 

Vice  President  Olerio  made  a  motion  that  Julius  Bernstein  and  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  be  appointed 
to  the  Mass.  Committee  on  Discrimination  in  Housing.     Voted. 

Vice  President  Deady  spoke  at  length  about  the  so-called  discrimination  of  Negroes  in  the 
building  and  construction  trades.    He  stated  that  people  don't  realize  that  automation  is 
hitting  the  building  trades.    Report  accepted.

Director  Lavigne  spoke  about  the  Labor  Institute  which  had  been  held  June  14,  15,  and  16  at 
the  University  of  Massachusetts,  Amherst.    He  said  that  they  had  met  with  President  Lederle 
and  that  they  are  going  to  set  up  a  Committee  to  make  a  study  and  a  survey  of  a  labor  educa- 
tion program  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts.    A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  we 
proceed  to  work  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts  for  a  labor  education  program.    Voted. 
Director  Lavigne  spoke  about  youth  employment  and  told  the  Council  of  material  that  he  will 
be  sending  to  them  which  should  be  of  interest.    Report  accepted. 

COPE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Cass  spoke  about  the  Regional  Conference  to  be  held  in  Fitchburg  and  which  he  ex- 
pected to  be  very  successful.    He  spoke  briefly  about  redistricting. 

It  was  decided  that  the  Sec.-Treas.  would  collaborate  with  the  other  Officers  and  decide 
where  the  next  Council  meeting  will  be  held. 

Vice  President  Hunt  announced  that  his  International  Union  had  won  the  dispute  with  MEBA, 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  again  urged  the  Council  members  to  have  delinquent  locals  pay  up  their 
arrearages .

Loughlin  read  the  communication  received  from  Street  Carmen  No.  1509  and  Execu- 
tive Vice  President  Camelio  suggested  that  we  follow  the  action  of  the  last  meeting  and  exon- 
erate Local  1509  for  the  months  they  were  on  strike  in  1958  and  1959  not  exceeding  the  amount 
of  money  now  owed.    After  discussion  it  was  voted  to  exonerate  Local  1509  for  the  duration  of 
the  strike  not  exceeding  the  amount  owed. 
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From  IUE  Local  202  re  financial  difficulty.    Vice  President  O'Keefe  made  a  motion  that  this 
matter  be  referred  to  the  vice  president  from  the  IUE  (Vice  President  Brunelle)  to  check  into 
this  situation.    Voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reminded  the  Council  members  who  are  Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees 
to  prepare  their  report  and  forward  it  to  the  Council  office  to  be  inserted  in  the  Officers' 
Report  booklet  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Organization  and  Affiliation,  reported  on 
a  meeting  of  the  Committee  held  July  16th  and  gave  the  Committee's  recommendations:    (1)  to 
held  a  one-day  meeting  on  affiliation,  to  educate,  encourage  and  actively  interest  locals  to 
affiliate  with  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council.    Date  and  invited  guests  to  be  decided 
later;    (2)  that  regular  staff  members  of  the  Council,  when  time  is  available,  will  devote 
that  time  to  educate,  encourage,  a:xu  interest  locals  to  affiliate  with  the  Council.    They  will 
be  under  the  direction  of  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  and  will  have  the  authority  from  the  Council 
to  carry  on  these  duties . 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  then  gave  the  Financial  Report,  stating  that  26  former  AFL  locals  have 
been  suspended  and  9  former  CIO  locals  have  been  suspended  and  that  the  amount  of  money 
involved  was  over  $3,000.    He  stated  further  that  we  loct  51  locals  last  year,  and  since  the 
books  have  not  been  audited  as  yet  he  does  not  have  the  official  report  of  locals  lost  this 
year.    President  Belanger  stated  that  he  was  optimistic  that  many  of  the  suspended  .locals 
would  pay  up.    He  went  ever  the  list  of  suspended  locals  and  whom  we  should  contact  about 
having  them  reinstate  themselves.    Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  pointed  out  that  two  communications 
already  have  been  sent  to  the  suspended  locals  requesting  them  to  pay  their  arrearage  in  order 
that  they  may  be  in  good  standing.    Vice  President  Murray  stated  that  USA  Local  2828  and  Local 
3590    have  merged  with  another  local.    There  was  discussion  of  withdrawals  due  to  liquida- 
tions, etc.  ,  and  those  who  write  wishing  to  withdraw  for  no  reason.    Vice  President  Deady 
questioned  the  keeping  of  two  sets  of  bocks  of  affiliated  locals.    It  was  pointed  out  by  Presi- 
dent Belanger  that  the  former  CIO  groups  are  billed  monthly  and  that  the  former  AFL  groups 
are  billed  quarterly.    President  Belanger  stated  that  we  have  to  talk  with  the  heads  of  the 
organizations  that  have  withdrawn  or  have  been  suspended  or  are  not  affiliated.    Vice  Presi- 
dent Thomson  questioned  as  to  whether  the  Council  sends  out  a  letter  as  soon  as  a  new  local 
i;  organized  and  after  discussion  it  was  explained  that  we  have  no  way  of  knowing  when  new 
locals  are  organized  unless  we  are  notified.

Security  Division.    President  Belanger  pointed  out  that  this  appointment  is  delayed  because 
Governor's  office  had  to  discuss  this  mat':er  with  a  few  people.    Voted  filed. 
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From  Governor's  Secretary  re  appointment  of  John  iMbsmo  to  Civil  Service  Commission,    Sec- 
kTreas.  Loughlin  read  a  communication  from  the  Governor  wherein  he  stated  that  Mr.  Albano 
requested  that  his  name  be  withdrawn  for  this  appointment.    Vice  President  Murray  stated  that 
Joseph  Duffy  of  the  USA  is  interested  in  this  position  and  he  wished  to  submit  his  name.    Vice 
President  O'Keefe  suggested  that  the  Officers  check  with  Mr.  Albano  and  President  Belanger 
stated  that  he  would  discuss  the  merits  of  Mr.  Duffy  with  the  officers  and  bring  back  a  report 
after  lunch.

President  Belanger  read  a  communication  from  Edward  Sullivan  regarding  the  position.    Presi- 
dent Belanger  requested  that  he  reply  to  Mr.  Sullivan  —  that  his  statement  regarding  appoint- 
ments should  be  corrected,  that  the  Governor  had  said  that  he  would  be  reluctant  to  appoint 
anyone  not  approved  by  the  State  Labor  Council.    Also  that  he  has  a  right  to  make  an  appoint- 
ment with  the  Governor  but  that  he  has  no  right  to  commit  the  Officers  to  the  meeting  without 
first  getting  approval  of  the  Officers.    Vice  President  Deady  made  a  motion  that  the  President's 
suggestions  be  adopted.    Voted, 

The  Executive  Officers  then  submitted  the  names  of  Guy  Campobasso  and  Stephen  E.  McCloskey 
to  the  Council  for  one  to  be  submitted  to  the  Governor  for  appointment  to  the  Mass.  State  Labor 
^Relations  Commission.    President  Belanger  explained  that  there  had  been  a  letter  from  the 
"Mass.  State  Building  Trades  Council  endorsing  Mr.  McCloskey  and  also  a  letter  from  the 
ACWA  endorsing  Mr.  Campobasso  for  this  position.    A  motion  was  made  by  Vice  President 
O'Keefe  that  we  endorse  Vice  President  Campobasso  for  this  position.    Seconded  by  Vice 
President  Wall.    Vice  President  Deady  stated  that  he  would  refrain  from  voting  on  the  motion 
since  his  position  is  already  determined  by  the  State  Builiding  Trades  Convention.    Sec-

ice  President  Brunelle  stated  that  he  had  called  Mr.  Albano  and  that  he  had  withdrawn  as  a 
candidate  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

From  AFL-CIO  COPE  re  Conference  September  16-18.  President  Belanger  informed  the  Council 
that  the  Executive  Officers  recommended  that  the  President,  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin,  and  COPE 
Director  attend  this  Conference.    Vice  President  McLaughlin  spoke  about  the  Referenda  that 
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we  supported  and  which  was  defeated  at  the  polls  and  made  a  motion  that  fhe  Executive 
Officers1  recommendation  be  amended  to  include  the  other  two  Executive  Officers.    Seconded 
^  by  Vice  President  Buffum.    Vice  President  Olerio  stated  that  this  Conference  was  to  deal  with 
COPE  programs  and  clarify  COPE  issues.    Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  spoke  about  the 
recommendation.    Vice  President  O'Keefe  spoke  in  detail  about  the  Referenda  which  the  Taxa- 
tion Committee  had  worked  so  hard  to  pass ,  and  had  nothing  to  do  with  Federal  legislation. 
Vice  President  McCarthy  stated  that  the  opposition  to  the  Referenda  had  spent  $183  thousand. 
Vice  President  Thomson  then  suggested  that  the  Officers  ask  the  Executive  Vice  Presidents  if 
they  wish  to  attend  -  Callahan  stated  that  he  did  not  know  what  his  plans  would  be  for  the 
16-18  of  September  at  this  time  -  Camelio  did  not  wish  to  attend.    A  vote  was  then  taken  on 
the  amendment  -  there  was  doubt  and  President  Belanger  called  for  a  show  of  hands  -  12  for 
the  amendment  -  16  opposed.    It  was  then  voted  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Officers  that  the  President,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  COPE  Director  attend  the  Conference. 

From  C.  Eugene  Farnam,  Commissioner  of  Insurance,  relative  to  the  Mass.  65  Plan.    Copies 
of  the  communication  from  Mr.  Farnam  were  distributed  to  the  Council  members  and  it  was 
voted  that  the  communication  be  received  as  informative. 

From  ECIC  (  Electric  Consumers  Information  Committee)  re  New  England's  high  power  costs. 
President  Belanger  explained  that  the  Executive  Officers'  recommendation  was  to  purchase 
2,000  copies  of  the  reprint  from  the  Congressional  Record  dealing  with  New  England's  high 
power  costs.    It  was  voted  to  purchase  these  copies  at  a  cost  of  $26.80. 

Vice  President  Olerio  was  given  permission  to  speak  at  this  time.    He  spoke  about  Civil  Rights 
^and  about  the  bill  before  Congress  and  moved  that  the  Council  send  telegrams  to  the  Senators 
and  Congressmen  that  their  failure  to  vote  for  this  would  be  a  vote  against  Civil  Rights  and 
that  we  expect  their  full  support  of  this  program.    Vice  President  McCarthy  told  the  Council 
of  his  speaking  before  the  State  Club  meeting  about  this  problem.    He  stated  that  there  is  no 
problem  here  in  Massachusetts  but  there  is  an  attempt  being  made  to  make  one.    Vice  Presi- 
dent Murray  said  that  he  heard  it  stated  on  the  radio  that  Massachusetts  is  the  most  de  facto 
segregated  state  of  the  nation.    He  also  said  that  there  is  slightly  more  than  2%  colored 
in  Massachusetts,  and  that  no  one  ever  mentions  that  Massachusetts  has  a  Negro  Attorney 
General.    He  said  that  the  Negro  people  are  right  fighting  the  way  they  are  in  the  South,  but 
he  is  against  being  accused  that  there  is  de  facto  segregation  in  Massachusetts.    President 
Belanger  pointed  out  that  we  do  have  a  Superior  Court  Judge ,  an  Attorney  General ,  and  district 
court  judges ,  Executive  Secretary  to  the  Executive  Council  and  others  in  important  State  and 
Local  positions  who  are  Negroes.    Vice  President  Deady  spoke  about  the  Civil  Rights  Commis- 
sion that  the  Governor  has  set  up  and  which  he  is  a  member  of.    He  said  that  the  Building 
Trades  have  proved  that  they  do  not  discriminate  against  colored  people.    He  spoke  about  the 
NAACP  (National  Association  of  Advancement  of  Colored  People),  and  said  that  he  would  not 
vote  for  the  motion.    Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  spoke  about  this  problem  and  said  that 
he  believed  we  should  support  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  we  should  support  this 
motion.    President  Belanger  pointed  out  that  we  have  already  supported  the  President's  Civil 
Rights  Program  and  the  National  AFL-CIO  has  also,  and  should  be  supported.    After  further 
discussion  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  adopt  the  motion. 

.A  Roll  Call  was  then  taken. 

Vice  President  O'Keefe  stated  that  he  has  received  a  letter  from  the  Commissioner  of  Taxation 
requesting  him  to  serve  on  a  Committee  to  study  Taxation  at  the  request  of  Director  of  Legisla- 
tion Broyer.    President  Belanger  suggested  that  Vice  President  O'Keefe  communicate  with  the 
Commissioner  explaining  that  he  should  send  a  letter  to  the  State  Council  in  regard  to  this. 
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Meeting  recessed  for  lunch  at  12:55  p.m.  and  resumed  at  1:45  p.m. 

^President  Belanger  reported  that  the  Officers  meeting  during  lunch,  voted  that  Mr.  Albano's 
•  name  be  withdrawn  at  his  request,  as  a  candidate  for  appointment  to  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion.   It  was  then  voted  to  submit  the  name  of  Joseph  Duffy,  President,  Steel,  local , Clinton , at 
the  request  of  Vice  President  Murray,  to  the  Governor  for  appointment  to  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.    No  other  nominations  ,  so  voted. 

From  Greater  Boston  Diabetes  Society,  Inc.  requesting  Council  to  publicize  their  Diabetes 
Detection  Drive.    It  was  voted  to  concur  with  their  request. 

From  Greater  Boston  Labor  Council  re  purchase  of  tickets  to  Labor  Day  Breakfast,  and  from 
Worcester  Labor  Council  re  Annual  Labor  Day  Outing.    It  was  voted  on  both  of  these  communi- 
cations that  tickets  would  be  purchased  for  Council  members  desiring  to  attend. 

From  U.S.  Treasury  Department  re  Bond  Drive.    Voted  filed  with  contents  noted. 

From  National  Conference  of  State  Legislative  Leaders  requesting  contribution.    Executive 
Officers  recommendation  of  contributing  $200  was  voted  after  some  discussion. 

From  Oil,  Chemical  &  Atomic  Workers  and  AFSC  &  ME  re  strike  against  Shell  Oil  Company. 
Voted  placed  on  file.

6.  Referendum  required  on  State  bond  issues  over  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.    We  took  no 
position  -  was  rejected. 

7.  Bi-annual  consideration  of  Governor's  budget  and  messages  and  municipal  legislation  on 
even  years.    We  opposed  -  was  rejected. 

8.  Industrial  development  a  function  of  local  government.    We  took  no  position  -  was  rejected. 

9.  Assessors  being  permitted  to  classify  real  estate  according  to  use.    We  opposed  -  was 
rejected.

Constitutional  Amendment  --  Election  of  Officers  and  Executive  Council 
Members  for  2  Year  Terms.   Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  read  the  draft 
of  the  resolution  which  it  had  been  requested  to  have  drawn  up  by  action 
of  the  last  Council  meeting.   President  Belanger  stated  that  the  Officers 
discussed  this  resolution  and  recommends  that  only  if  there  were  a  un- 
animous vote  by  the  Council  on  the  resolution  then  it  would  be  introduced 
to  the  Convention.   Vice  President  Hunt  pointed  out  that  he  has  been 
making  this  motion  for  the  past  5  years.   A  motion  was  made  by  Vice  Presi- 
dent O'Keefe  that  we  submit  this  resolution  to  the  Constitution  Committee 
and  recommend  adoption.   Vice  President  O'Keefe  said  that  if  there  is 
not  a  majority  we  should  not  submit  it  to  the  Committee.   Vice  President 
O'Keefe  suggested  that  the  Committee  make  the  recommendation  to  the  Con- 
vention not  the  Council.   Some  Presidents  spoke  in  opposition  to  sub- 
mitting this  resolution  at  this  time.   There  was  some  question  raised  as 
to  whether  the  National  AFL-CIO  would  approve  it  and  other  legal  aspects 
as  to  whether  it  would  start  this  year  or  next  if  approved  by  the  Con- 
vention.  After  further  discussion,  Vice  President  O'Keefe  withdrew  his 
motion  and  moved  that  the  records  show  that  we  discussed  this  question 
and  the  matter  be  left  up  to  the  affiliated  locals  that  if  they  want  to 
submit  it  they  can  and  that  no  official  position  was  taken  at  the  Council 
meeting.   Vice  President  Hunt  thanked  the  Council  for  their  consideration 
of  his  motion.   Vice  President  O'Keefe' s  motion  was  withdrawn.   So  voted. 

Vice  President  Olerio  stated  that  he  has  heard  that  the  Governor  has  made 
a  definite  commitment   that  he  would  appoint  the  man  that  we  suggested  for 
the  State  Labor  Relations  Commission.   Vice  President  O'Keefe  said  that 
the  Governor  did  state  that  the  position  would  be  ours.   President 
Belanger  suggested  that  the  same  complement  of  people  reconvene  to  meet 
with  the  Governor  and  remind  him  of  statements  made  regarding  this  po^ 
sition  during  a  previous  conference.   So  voted. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  spoke  about  the  meeting  at  the  State  House 
with  Senator  Powers,  re  Legislative  Convention  and  our  contribution  toward 
it. 

President  Belanger  then  introduced  Jack  Reddy  of  the  Insurance  Workers 
Union.   Mr.  Reddy  spoke  regarding  their  bill  which  is  pending  in  the 
Legislature.   Mr.  Reddy  pointed  out  that  the  Governor  has  indicated  that 
he  would  sign  the  bill.   He  said  that  right  now  the  Senate  President  will 
not  release  the  bill  and  it  looks  like  it  is  going  to  be  held  until  proro- 
gation and  thereby  killed.   After  further  discussion  on  this  bill  it  was 
decided  to  contact  the  President  of  the  Senate  to  get  this  bill  released. 

Meeting  recessed  for  lunch  at  12:55  p.m.  and  resumed  at  1:55  p.m. 
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CONVENTION  REPORT 


Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  reported  on  the  meeting  he  had  last  week 
with  Herman  Greenberg,  of  the  Springfield  Central  Labor  Council.   He 
explained  that  the  dance  would  be  held  on  Wednesday  evening,  October  . 
16th  and  the  Banquet  on  Thursday  evening,  October  17th.   He  said  that 
we  would  not  be  able  to  use  the  ballot  boxes  in  Springfield  but  that  he 
would  try  to  obtain  them  from  either  Boston  or  Worcester.   He  reminded 
Council  members  that  the  next  Council  meeting  would  be  held  the  day  be- 
fore the  Convention  starts,  October  14th  at  2:00  p.m.  at  the  Sheraton- 
Kimball  Hotel  in  Springfield.   President  Belanger  supplemented  the  re- 
port.  He  stated  that  there  will  not  be  the  conviences  in  Springfield 
as  we  have  been  used  to  in  the  past  in  Boston.   He  said  that  there  will 
be  no  session  Friday  morning,  just  voting.   President  Belanger  then 
suggested  using  the  services  of  the  Honest  Ballot  Association  of  N.E. 
for  the  election  since  there  are  contests  this  year.   Vice  President 
Hunt  made  a  motion  that  we  use  the  services  of  the  Honest  Ballot  As- 
sociation.  Vice  President  Thomson  stated  that  the  Honest  Ballot  As- 
sociation of  N.E.  has  only  run  about  two  elections  and  that  the  Honest 
Ballot  Association  of  New  York  is  suing  the  Honest  Ballot  Association 
of  N.E.   Executive  Vice  President  Camelio  spoke  against  using  the 
servicesof  the  Honest  Ballot  Association,  and  urged  the  Council  to  go 
along  with  the  Constitution  and  do  the  same  as  has  been  done  in  the  past 
years  and  have  the  Election  Committee  run  the  election.   Vice  President 
Hunt  then  withdrew  his  motion.   Vice  President  Thomson  then  pointed  out 
that  last  year  when  his  local  used  the  services  of  the  Honest  Ballot 
Association  the  cost  was  approximately  $15,000.   Vice  President  O'Keefe 
suggested  that  if  contestants  want  representation  on  the  Election  Com- 
mittee they  may  submit  a  name.   Vice  President  Pratt  stated  that  he 
believed  the  people  in  the  labor  movement  were  honest  and  have  the 
ability  to  run  an  honest  election.   Vice  President  Pratt  made  a  motion 
that  the  election  be  held  according  to  the  Constitution.   Vice  President 
Murray  spoke  about  past  Conventions  and  that  elections  had  been  run  all 
right.   It  was  then  voted  that  names  for  the  Committee  would  be  sub- 
mitted by  Council  members  and  Committee  will  be  made  up  at  next  meet- 
ing and  submitted  to  the  Convention. 

LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Director  Broyer  reported  that  there  are  still  a  few  bills  pending, 
among  them  are  the  Unsurance  Workers  Bill,  the  Lie  Detector  Bill  and 
the  Inspectors  Bill.   Also  that  there  is  a  Sales  Tax  Bill  still  pend- 
ing that  has  to  be  watched.   He  spoke  about  other  bills  and  clarified 
the  Inspectors  Bill  which  is  pending.   Report  accepted.

Director  Lavigne  reported  that  the  Advisory  Committee  for  the  Harvard

Local  and  an  International  Vice  President  of  the  AFSC  &  ME.    Vice  President  Olerio  spoke 
about  indulging  in  personalities .    Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  indicated  that  he  would  like 
action,  on  this  matter  to  be  taken  up  at  this  meeting  and  stated  that  as  long  as  he  held  a 
union  book  he  would  try  to  see  that  there  is  a  labor  man  on  each  and  every  state  board  and 
that  he  was  for  a  job  for  everyone  on  the  board.

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stated  that  President  Herman  Greenberg  called  this  morning  and  he  apprised  him  of  our 
policy  and  said  they  would  comply.    Vice  President  Friedman  made  a  motion  to  give  the 
Officers  the  power  to  take  action  when  we  hear  from  them.    Voted. 

From  Sec.-Treas.  Schnitzler  regarding  action  taken  on  the  resolutions  which  we  submitted 
to  the  National  AFL-CIO  Convention.    Voted  received  and  placed  on  file. 

From  National  Safety  Council  enclosing  questionnaire  re  National  Safety  Council  Program. 
Voted  to  concur  in  this  program. 

From  Blue  Cross- Blue  Shield  regarding  the  terms  of  Brothers  McSweeney  and  Stevens  which 
will  expire  shortly.    Executive  Vice  President  O'Keefe  made  a  motion  that  the  names  of 
Brother  McSweeney  and  Brother  Stevens  be  submitted  for  reappointment  to  this  Board.    Voted.

Vice  President  Accardi  made  a  motion  that  we  donate  $5.    Voted. 

From  Rescue,  Inc.  requesting  financial  support.    Voted  to  send  $10. 

From  NAACP  requesting  contribution.    Vice  President  Pratt  made  a  motion  that  this  letter  be 
tabled .    Voted .

From  Mr.  Cox  re  Memorial  to  John  F.  Kennedy.    President  Belanger  to  reply  that  the  Governor 
and  others  have  already  started  J.F.K.  Memorials  and  we  would  do  our  part. 
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From  Overseas  Education  Fund  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters.    Voted  referred  to  the  Educa- 
tion Director. 

From  Professor  Sumner  M.  Rosen.    Voted  referred  to  the  Education  Director. 

President  Belanger  referred  to  a  letter  from  the  Statler-Hilton  Hotel  regarding  our  1964  Con- 
vention.   Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  requested  permission  to  start  immediately  preparing 
the  arrangements  for  the  1964  Convention  at  the  Statler.    He  stated  that  if  we  guarantee  the 
hiring  of  300  rooms,  the  ballroom  would  be  gratis.    Vice  President  Accardi  made  a  motion 
to  authorize  the  hiring  of  the  Statler  Hotel  for  the  1964  Convention.    Voted. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  spoke  about  the  expenses  which  had  been  allocated  for  the 

AFL-CIO  Convention  delegates  and  alternates  in  the  past $750.  when  Convention  was 

held  in  New  York;    $1,000  when  Convention  was  held  in  New  Jersey;    and  $1,500  when  Con- 
vention was  held  in  California.    He  told  about  having  the  Office  Secretaries  poll  the  Council 
members  since  this  matter  had  not  been  previously  taken  up  and  that  he  had  used  $750.  for 
expenses  to  the  AFL-CIO  Convention.    President  Belanger  stated  that  the  request  for  approval 
only  applied  to  the  Secretary- Treasurer  and  said  that  he,  as  the  delegate  representing  the 
MSLC  was  remunerated  by  the  Council  for  eleven  days  in  the  amount  voted  by  the  Council 
for  travel  and  per  diem  expenses  while  on  Council  business  which  amounts  to  $35.  a  day 
and  includes  hotel,  meals,  and  tips,  telephone  and  cab  fares.    No  vote  was  needed  as  far 
as  he  was  concerned  because  this  is  a  fixed  policy  voted  previously  by  the  Organization. 
President  Belanger  also  brought  out  that  on  occasion  when  he  has  been  a  Delegate  at  a 
National  Convention  representing  his  International  Union  he  was  reimbursed  by  the  Interna- 
tional Union  and  received  no  expenses  from  the  Council.    After  further  discussion  it  was 
voted  to  approve  the  $750.  spent  by  Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  for  expenses  to  the 
National  AFL-CIO  Convention. 

The  Executive  Council  was  then  installed  by  Hugh  Thompson,  Director,  New  England  Regional 
AFL-CIO  Office.    Absent  and  not  installed  were:    Vice  Presidents  Deady,  DiNunno,  LaBlue, 
Magliozzi,  Murray,  Olerio,  and  Roberts. 

Meeting  recessed  for  lunch  at  1:15  p.m. 

During  lunch  President  Belanger  introduced  Secretary- Treasurer  William  Schnitzler  of  the 
National  AFL-CIO  Office  in  Washington,  D.C.      Secretary-Treasurer  Schnitzler  told  the 
Council  of  the  AFL-CIO  Executive  Council  meeting  with  President  Johnson  and  seven  cabinet 
members  and  other  government  officials.    Among  the  many  matters  discussed  with  President 
Johnson  were:    civil  rights ,  tax  cut,  medicare,  automation,  shorter  work  week ,  etc. 
President  Belanger  made  remarks  on  the  Supreme  Court  Decision  re:  Right  to  Work  laws  and 
Agency  Shops . 

Meeting  resumed  at  2:45  p.m. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Department  Reports  be  dispensed  with.    Voted.

Vice  President  Hunt  made  a  motion  that  the  Executive  Council  members  receive  a  Christmas 

gift.

in  accord  with  the  President's  point  of  view.    Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  stated  that  the 
Council  had  a  financial  problem  and  stated  that  the  Staff  had  not  had  a  pay  raise  for  some 
time.    Vice  President  O'Keefe  amended  the  motion  that  we  should  also  have  a  Christmas 
get-together  and  no  business  meeting  with  cocktails  and  luncheon  on  the  third  Thursday  in 
December  which  falls  on  December  19th.    The  amendment  was  seconded  and  voted.    Then 
followed  the  original  motion  to  purchase  an  appropriate  gift.    Voted. 

President  Belanger  then  read  the  Department  Report  referred  by  the  Convention  which  was 
accepted. 

It  was  suggested  that  a  subcommittee  of  five  be  appointed  to  go  over  the  referred  resolutions 
and  report  back  to  the  Council  before  the  February  meeting.    It  was  then  voted  that  the 
following  subcommittee  would  study  the  referred  resolutions:    Secretary- Treasurer  Loughlin, 
Chairman,  Vice  Presidents  Accardi,  Friedman,  Pratt,  and  Owens,     Director  Broyer  and 
Legislative  Agent  Clifton  to  be  notified  of  meetings . 

Secretary-Treasurer  Loughlin  then  congratulated  Mrs.  O'Donnell  for  being  the  first  woman 
to  graduate  from  the  Harvard  Trade  Union  Program.  The  entire  Council  joined  in  with  their 
congratulations . 

Meeting  adjourned  3:00  p.m.
